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EXTRA-SESSION PROBLEMS 


ANY DEMOCRATS BELIEVE A 
SPECIAL MEETING USELESS. 


3 WOULD PUT UNNECESSARY WORK ON 

” THE PRESIDENT—IT WOULD BRING 
ON A SPEAKERSHIP CONTEST—THE 
REPUBLICANS ARE S8USPICIOUSLY IN 
FAVOR OF IT. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 15.—During the three 
months yet to elapse before President-elect 
Cleveland will be afforded an opportunity to 
allan extra session of the Fifty-third Congress, 
it is iikely that a good deal of caretal considera- 
tion will be given to that question, and some good 
reasons may be urged by earnest tariff-reform- 
crs against undertaking too much reform work 
at one time. Very good Democrats and low- 
tariff men have already declared in favor of an 
extra session. Yet itis not believed here that 
one will be called. 

On March 4 the Senate will bein extra session 
to:confirm the nominations of President Cleve- 
lan@i.for his Cabinet. Then there will be a re- 
organization of the Senate, and a host of 
employes, who have held offiee for years, sur- 
viving the Mahone reorganization of 1881, will 
drop their places and salaries and seek other 
employment. The President will have as much 
business on his hands as he will care to do for a 
month or more. If he sheuld call the House to- 
eother, it would give him moro business than 
would be convenient to follow. 

A call for an extra session of Congress in 
Mareh would bring on a Speakership contest. 
Thaz there will be a contest is not improbable. 
The organization of the House, under the pres- 
eat Speaker, may be considered satisfactory by 
the friends of Speaker Crisp, and by some of the 
men who worked for him ao year ago it 
may be regarded as not quite satisfactory. 
Bf is guite possible that the invitation 
to. meet on March 4 might precipitate 
slong fight between Mr. Crisp and the advo- 
eates of a candidate who would reverse the or- 
der of things and put some large men in the 


piaces of other little men who have been doing 
their level best to justify their selection as 
leaders. and with indifferent success. 

An extra seseion, begun after a new organiza- 
@ion, would have no occupation One committee, 
that on Ways and Means, would be the only one 
employed, as the session would be called for the 
purpose of raising revenue alone. The rest of 
the House would impatiently await the report 
og the commnitice, and the chances are that the 
committees would be hurried and imperfect in 
its work. 

Another thing that strikes Democrats as an 

awhkwaré fact to face is that a large number of 
per diem employes would have to be appointed, 
and thatan expense would be incurred that 
wonld make the outgo chargeable to dhe Fifty- 
third Congress very large indeed. 
To call an extra session of Congress because 
ig will make things lively in Washington, give 
the hotels and boarding houses a “boom,” and 
enliven the Washington columns of the news- 
pepors are not good enough‘ reasong, in the es- 
timation of all Democrats, for an extra session. 
tyBut the work of preparing a general tariff 
bill can, itis believed, be begun in the second 
half of the Fifty-second Congress. The Housp 
cam authorize the Speaker to appoipt a commit- 
tee, to be composed of membérs of the Fifty- 
seconi Congress elected to the Fifty-third, to 
consider the matter and make 6 report to the 
Fifty-third Congress. That body would not be 
teund to adoptit, butit could use it as the 
basis for the bill it desired to pass.

STRIKERS AND THEIR FUNDS. 


QUESTION OF FINANCES GROWING SERI- 
OUS WITH THE HOMESTEADERS. 


Pirrenurs. Nov. 15.—It has now been 138 
days since the sympathy strike inaugurated by 
members of the Amalgamated Association at 
the Lawrenceville and Beaver Falls Carnegie 
wills began. The Carnegie Steel Company, Lim- 
ited, to-day started the last of ite works, or the 
Beaver Falls plant, claiming that, so far as the 
Lawrenceville and Homestead works are con- 
eerned, the strike is over. 

A member of an advisory committee said to- 
fay: “There are about 1,000 persons in Home- 
stead ana 300 each in Lawrenceyille and 
Beaver Falls on the relief rells. Of these, one- 
half, or 800, have families, and the Amalgamat- 
e@ Association contracts to give them $8 a 
week; the other 800 men recelye & week, 
making a total of $10,400 a week. That ie a 
severe drain on an organization composed of 
only about 22,000 members. The outside finan- 

aid has fallen off until itis hardly a factor, 
and the question of finance is serious.” 

At present there are between 225 and 300 
men working at Homestead, of which the atrik- 
ers say butS9 are old employes. At Lawrence- 
ville the men agree that the plants are filled, 
———_ the strikers say not by capable men. 

er strike against the Amalgamated Asso- 
elation, which is still on, is at the Elba Iron 
Works, where apout 300 men are out. The plent 
has been almost refilled. 

Attorneys Argo and Irwin of St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, who are retained as counsel for 
the imprisoned Homesteaders, arrived this 
morning for the Critchlow trial, which will be- 
gin to-morrow.

They bore with them all 
manner of uniforms and were accompanied by 
bands. As soon as darkness came torches were 


lighted, and from every street in the city they 
began centring around the Grady Monument. 
At 7:30 the procession toward the State ~* 4 
jtel began. It was fully two miles in lengt 
Thirty thousand persons witnessed the parade 
trom the streets. At the State Capitol the im- 
mense audience was addressed by prominent

NEW DIPLOMATS APPOINTED. 


THE MEN WHOM THE PRESIDENT SENDS 
TO ITALY AND TUORKEY. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—There are a number of 
vacancies in the different branches of the Gov- 
ernment service at present,and some people 
have indulged in the belief that, owing to the 
late popular upheaval, Mr. Harrison would re- 
frain from filling them, leaving the task to his 
successor. 

That the President has no such intention was 
indicated to-day by the following appoint- 
ments: 

Minister to Italy.—WILLIAM POTTER of Penn- 
sylvania, vice Albert G. Porter, resigned. 

Minister to Turkey.—Davip P. THompson of 
Oregon, vice Solomon Hirsch, resigned. 

Agent and Consul General lo Cairo,.—EDWARD 
Cc. LirrLe of Kansas, vice John A. Anderson, 
deceased. 

In view of the fact that a Democratic Admin- 
istration will be established about the time 
these gentlemen get well settled in their new 
positions, it is likely that they will so arrange 
their affairs that they will not be inconvenienced 
should they be called suddenly home. 

William Potter was born in 1852, and is a son 
of Thomas Potter, founder of the large oil-cloth 
manufactory of Thomas Potter's Sons & Co., in 
Philadelphia. With his brother, Col. Thomas 
Potter, Jr., he succeeded to the management of 
the business on his father’s death. He is Sec- 
retary and a Direetor of the Union League. In 
1890 Mr. Potter went abroad as a member of 
the commission to investigate the feasibility of 
the proposed ocean Post Offices. He discharged 
his duties so acceptably that he was appointed 
a@ delegate to the fourth International Postal 
Congress, at Vienna in 1891. In this capacity 
he was clothed with plenipotentiary powers, 
and signed the postel agreement which went 
into effect Oct. 1, 1892. Mr. Potter is also a 
member of the Republican Advisory Commit- 
tees of both the city and State. 

Mr. Thompson is about sixty years of age and 
has lived in Oregon nearly all his life, e was 
for some years an enginecring surveyor, but 
afterward became a contractor and bunker. 
He isa wan of some wealth. He was the Re- 
publican nominee for Governor two years ago, 
but was defeated. He residesin Portland, er 
gon, and is regurded as a man of excellent abil- 
ity and great energy. His appointment was 
made upon the recommendation of the Oregon 
delegation in Congress. 

Mr. Little is a bachelor lawyer of about thirty 
years of age. He has never held public office 
before. He is ex-President of the Kansas Re- 
publican League and was a delegate to the Min- 
neapolis Convention and a loyal supporter of 
the President. He was elected Attorney for 
Diekerson County last week. He was gradu- 
ated at the Kansas State University and is said 
to be well qualified for his new office. 





CORONERS HAVE LIITLE POWER. 
— 


WHY THE DOOLITTLE INQUEST IN OHIO 
WAS SUSPENDED. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 15.—The killing of Charles 
Doolittle on the night of Oot. 10, within a few 
hundred feet of his house, and the failure of 
the police to unearth his assassin, has directed 
public attention to other mysterious cases of 
killing, whieh preceded Doolittile’s murder. 

Coroner Bange suspended his inguest in the 
Doolittle case when he was informed by his 
legal adviser that he had no powerto punish 
Henry Baer, Jr., a city legislator, for failing to 


disclose the name of a man who, he eaid, told 
him that a cigarmaker killed Doolittle. 

From a statement made by the Coroner to 
your correspondent to-day, it would seem as if 
through a defect in the law, or lack of law, pos- 
sible lawbreakers have special privileges ac- 
corded to them in Ohio. Coroner Bange was 
asked whether he was sure that he had no power 
to compel a witness to answer questions, and in 
the event of a failure to commit the witness for 
contempt. The Coroner replied: 

“T have not the power to commit a witness, 
solam informed by my legal adviser, one of 
the county officials. If witnesses wr © an- 
awer, I might as well close upshop. It seems 
to me that the Logislature will have to do some- 
thing about thie matter as soon as it meets.” 

Coroner was asked whether he took Doo- 
little’s ante-mortem statement, he having lived 
two 8 after he was shot. 

The Coroner replied: “I did not. We do not 
take ante-mortem statements in Cmeimnati. A 
Coroner does pot take held of a case here until 
he has a dead body. re is no law for taking 
Be ¢-iy statements.” 

t may be safely predioted that the Coroner 
will never discover Doolittle’s murderer. He 
may resume his investigation, but it is now 
known to ail whose names have been connected 
with the case that they cannet be made to tell 
what they may know about the murder. 





BROOKS WAS TOO PROSPEROOUS,

NEIGHBORS NOTICED IT 
BROUGHT ABOUT HIS ARREST. 
Des Mornes, Iowa, Nov. 15.—James Brooks, a

former member of the Polk County Board of 


Supervisors, has been indioted by the Grand 
Jury for malfeasance in office, and for dishon- 
estexpenditure of public money. The indict- 
ment was returned Oct. 18, but no warrant was 
ever served. On Nov. 10 Mr. Brooks walked 
into the Clerk’s office and gave bonds for his ap- 
pearance. 

The failure to arrestis attributed to fear on 
the part of Republican offieiale that Mr. Brooks 
might turn around and oppose their aspirations 
if made aware of the indictment before election. 


The charge grows out of Mr. Brooxs’s official 
conduct as member of the board, where he 
served six years. 

A part of. his duty was to disburge the expend- 
iturés of the bridge fund in his district. It is 
alleged that he let several contracts himeelf; 
that he was to get so much a foot for piling, and 
@ certain rate for grading; that neighboring 
farmers noticed his prosperity and marveled at 
it, while they, with just as productive farms, 
ugually well filled, barely made a living. 

Fig his work was examined, and the dis- 
covery was made that where he had charged 
the eounty for twenty-foot piling, the length 
actually used was thirteen foetand the measure- 
ments of the gradingjhad been equally excess- 
ive. As Superintendent of the Poor Farm it 
was also shown that he had bought coal for this 
farm and used it himself, and that corn he had 
bought for the same use he had fed to his own 
catsie. The source of his prosperity was dis- 
closed, and an indictment followed. 





The Suicide of the Rev. Mr, Harris. 

ORANGE, Mass., Nov. 15.—It is atated on good 
authority that the cause of the suicide Satur- 
day night of the Rev. G. H. Harris of the Uni- 
versalist Church of this town was an unsuccess- 
ful love affair. On Wednesday last Mr. Harris 
went away and was gone until Saturday. Soon 
after his return he made up and sent by mail, 
under register, a package of letters to a young 
woman in East Charleston, Vt., from which 
place he had just returned. The registry receipt 
was found in his pocket. 

Upon returning to this town he went first to 
his boarding house and soon afterward to the 

arsonage, which he occupied alone. He must 
fave shot himeelf at once, for he had not even 
removed his overcoat. Ali who knew Mr. Harris 
speak of him as a young manof excellent char- 
acter. He was born in Elk Liok, Somerset 
County, Penn., where his father was a iniuer. 
He was graduated at 8t. Lawrence University, 
Canton, N. Y., and was ordained to preach at 
Orange in September, 1891. 





A Bareheaded Missouri Town. 
Laponis, Mo., Nov. 15.—The Democrats of 
this place celebrated the Democratic victory 
with a great bonfire, ending with casting their 
hats in the flames. Not content with this, they 
seized the headgear of all the spectators and 


burned ‘it up. Then they paraded the streets 
in squads, robbed every pedestrian of his hat, 
and, carrying it to the fire, consigned it to the 
flames. The result is that nearly the whole 
male population of the town is hatléss. 





Mr. Stevenson Looks Over His Mail. 

BLOOMINGTON, IIL, Noy. 15.—Vice President- 
elect Stevenson to-day began going throuzh let- 
ters which have been accumulating since elec- 
tionday. The first one he ran across was one 
bearing the postmark of New-York and in the 
chirography of President-elect Cleveland, hav- 
ing been mailed several days ago. It was 
warmly congratulatory to Mr. Stevenson for his 
part in the campaign.

GERMAN SOCIALIST AIMS 


THE PARTY AS 1T STANDS AFTER 
EXISTING TWENTY-FIVE YEARS. 


MEETING OF THE CONGRESS IN BER- 
LIN—THE HISTORY TOLD IN HERR 
FISCHER’S REPORT—ATTITUDE TO- 
WARD THE JUDICIAL OATH—TOPICS 
WHICH ARE TO BE CONSIDERED. 


BERLIN, Nov. 15.—The Socialist Congress re- 
sumed its sessions in Concordia Hall to-day. 
Herr Singer, who was yesterday unanimously 
elected President of the party, made a speech 
in the course of which he referred to the rapid 
progress of the party. At its first meeting, held 
twenty-five years ago, the contributions reached 
the total of 520 thalers. The receipts now 
amounted, he said, to 250,000 thalers. He 
welcomed the foreign delegates, and concluded 
his speech by calling for three cheers for inter- 
national Socialism, which were given with a 
will. 

The report of Herr Fischer, the Secretary, 
covered the entire history of the organization. 
The secession of the so-called “‘ Independents ” 
from the main body of the party, although 
severely criticised as disloyal, ill disguised un- 
der the mask of illusory theoretical differences, 
was briefly dismissed as on the whole a satis- 
factory riddance rather than a regrettable loss. 

The report proceeded to deal with the attt- 
tude of the Social Democratic Party toward the 
judicial oath, a question which has given rise to 
very great controversy. The party programme 
does not recognize the religious validity of the 
oath, and this has been used against the Social 
Democrats to charge them with approving per- 
jury.. Not only, said the report, has this charge 
been brought against the party from the Na 
tional Liberal side, where an unbiased verdict 
is not, perhaps, to be expected, but also by 
Judges and barristers in the law courts, where 
8 less-prejudiced judgment might have been 
looked for. The party has never svrupled to 
acknowledge that it is opposed to a religious 
sanction, but to speak the truth before a tribunal 
is the duty of a man and a citizen, and, though 
the refusal of a witness to take the oath is justi- 
fiable, lying is not and cannot be justified. Un- 
der the present social system the oath is part 
and parcel of judicial procedure, and if a whole 


political party is baselessly accused from the 
udgment seat of ge | perjury it is equiva- 
ent to placing it beyond the pale of the law. 
It is naturally the party’s duty to protest 
against such arbitrary censure, and the party 
will uphold its rights in spite of bench and bar. 

The report proceeded to speak of the relations 
existing Hetween German, Austrian, and French 
Social Democrata. Though the social move- 
ments in Germany and Austria are much more 
intimate counected than in Germany and 
France, the presence of a French representative 
at Halle and thatof Herr Liebknecht at Mar- 
seilles proved the solidarity of the international 
bond. ‘* The Chanvinists on both sides may be 
eager for war,”’ the report said, *‘ but the work- 
ing classes, the pioneers of true culture and 
civilization, join ds across the frontier in 
their united opposition to the only enemy they 
acknowledge—capital.”’ 

Complaints are constantly received from the 
provinces and repeated at the party meetings, 
says the report, but not in the way of agitation 
and propaganda. Allthat could be done has 
been done, with the limited resources to hand, 
by the oiroulation of pamphlets and the sending 
of speakers on tours, especially in the rural dis- 
tricte, to which special attention is being paid. 
A goodly list of public meetings is published in 
support of this statement, and in order to show 
that their efforts have not been without fruit, 
the results of by -elections are quoted which 
have taken place during the past year, both for 
the Imperial Diet and for other German Legis- 
latures, as well as for the Municipal Council of 
Berlin. In Saxony, notably, four Parliamentary 
seats have been won with an increase in the ag- 
gregate Socialist vote from 15,000 to 34,000. 

To the more purely political part of the report 
of the Presiding Cominittee were added statis- 
tics respecting revenues, expenditures, and 
press. The revenue at the disposal of the party 
from Oct. 1, 1891, to Sept. 30, 1892, amounted 
to 231,895 marks, and the expenditure was 
198,662 marks, leaving, after the deduction of 
rather more than 27,000 marks for investments, 
about 7,500 marks in hand. 

The party po*sesses altogether seventy or- 
gane in the pres., of which twenty-two are po- 
litical dailies. ‘ihe subsidies anted to some 
of these form, however, a considerable item in 
the expenditure, amounting to nearly 66,000 
marks, which is attributed partly to the existing 
depression of trade and partly to the excessive 
zeal of enthusiasts who founded newspapers in 
the belief that once started they can ~ty BS air, 
and when undeceived by experience have to 
fallback upon the party funds. The central 
orgen, the Vorwéirts,is held up as a bright ex- 
ample of political, combined with finanojal, 6 ¢ 
cess. For the financial year from Oct. 1, 1g0 A 
to Sept. 20, 1892, the Vorwdrts can show a 
ance in its favor of 39,500 marks and a circu- 
lation of about 37,000. The book trade for the 
dissemination of party literature is also stated 
to 


be @ apace. 

The report closes with a grim and suggestive 
list of the judicial sentences passed during the 
last twelvemonth upon members of the party. 
The terms of imprisonment enumerated 
amount to more than 117 years, and the fines 
toa total of 20,500 marke. Last year these 
totals were 89 years and 18,300 marke, re- 
spectively. These penalties, it was contend- 
~ have helped the cause rather than other- 
wise, as they have made it plain that Social 
Democrats are not treated on the same footing 
as other citizens. 

“ However heavy the cost may be,” the re- 
port concludes, ‘‘ the movement will net devi- 
ate a hair’s breath from the path which leads to 
its appointed goal, and when one falls another 
will take his place and fill up the solid ranks of 
the army of labor. The leaders of the bm 
have already led their enthusiastic and self- 
sacrificing followers to victory, and they will 
doso again and again in the future until the 
last and final goal is reached.” 

This is probably the most pregnant passage 
in the report. lt is the confession and sanction 
of the faith which lives in the Social Democracy 
of Germany, and which renders it a force to be 
reckoned with to-day and still more in the fut- 
ure. 
Herr Bebel, in accounting for the management 
of the Vorwdrts, was compelled to defend him- 
self from the charge of paying excessive sal- 
aries to the editors of that paper. He deolared 
that, as employes of the Socialist Party, these 
editors had the same right as other workers to 
obtain the best possible conditions of living. 
Herr Bebel opposed the foundation of new 
Socialist journals or associations. He urged, 
on financial grounds, that the kinds of adver- 
tisements received by the Socialist organs should 
not be greatly restricted. 

Among the motions to be dieoussed is one 
compelling the leadora who sit in the Imperial 
Diet to resign their seats every two years, in 
order to take the opinion of their constituents 
a their actions as legislators. The relations 
of the central organization to the more mod- 
erate section under Herr von Volimar’s leader- 
ship in Bavaria will aleo be discussed. 

Exclusive of members of the Reichstag and 
the governing body, the congress is attended by 
231 delegates, several of whom are women. The 
discussions are conducted in strict accordance 
with the rules of poeemenaaey procedure, and 
admirable discipline is maintained. An audi- 
ence of 1, persons listened to the speakers 
to-day with the closest attention. 

Notice was given this evening of a motion to 
rescind the resolution adopted by the Socialist 
Congress of 1891, excluding independent Social- 
ists from the annual meetings.

great gathering was beld in the town to-day of 
members of electoral associations and of the 
Social Democratic League. The meeting, which 
was marked by violent radical and socialistic 
speeches, preees a resolution oupoonttns sym- 
pathy with the efforts being madein Belgium 
for the attainment of universal suffrage. After 
its conclusion 300 Socialists formed a proces- 
sion and marched through the streots singing 
political songs. They soon came into collision 
with a detachment of police, and there ensued a 
sharp mélée in which swords as well as clubs 
were wiclded. Four persons were wounded in 
the fight. 





Killed by a Coil of Wire.

15.—Edward J. Hand, 
the Democratic candidate for Assembly, and 
Supervisor Edward J. Perkins discovered that 
Hand’s plurality of 3 votes was uncomfortably 
close, 80 they went in search of the original re- 
turns from the town of Mohawk. Bribery 
stalked through the town all day on election 
day, and there is positive reason to expect that 
Leonard Fish, the Republican candidate for 
District Attorney, is not elected, although the 
face of the returns gives him a plurality of 99. 

When Hand and Perkins found Supervisor 
Jones he told them that he had placed the re- 
turns from the town of Mohawk in the posses- 
sion of A. B. Burtoh. Jones is a Republican, 
and so is Burtch. The latter is the Chairman of 
the Republican County Committee. He was ar- 
rested, in company with Jake Snell, two years 
ago for buying votes and giving out marked 
paster ballots. 

The only reason he didn’t figure in the Hotel 
Roy vote broker’s office last Tuesday was be- 
cause a respectable portion of the Republican 
Party appealed to him to keep in the back- 
ground for the sake of decency. His son, who 
is Postmaster of Fonda, is said to have been 
there, however. The fact that Jones placed the 
returns in Burtch’s hands for safe keeping 
throws doubt on the result. 

The town of Mohawk, on the face of the re- 
turns, gave Harrison a small plurality. It gave 
Fish (Kep.) 64 plurality. It has always been 
an unyielding Democratic town. Democrats 
would as soon think of Vermont going Demo- 
cratio as of Mohawk giving a Kepublican plural- 
ity. Itis the headquarters and home of those 
sterling and honest Democrats James H. Shan- 
ahan and John Ashe. 

Reputable citizens of both parties do not pro- 
pose to let this matter drop. They are going to 
try to send Snell to prison, and are going to 
fully determine whether Burtch has altered the 
returns. Ex-Deputy Controlier Z A. West- 
brook yore before the Board of Supervisors 
for the Democrats to-day, and the investigation 
will proceed as rapidly as possible. 

The board is Republican, and is thoroughly at 
the command of A. B. Burtch, who has wielded 
a greater influence in the politics of this county 
for years than any other one man. But the 
Democratio County Committee will not be 
baffled in uncovering the rotten transactions of 
the old Fonda gang.

SUGAR COMPANY’S BAD SHOWING. 


WHAT PRESIDENT SPRECKELS REPORTED 
OF THE HAWAIIAN TRADE. 


BAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—The annual meot- 
ing of the stockholders of the Hawaiian Con- 
solidated Sugar Company was held here to-day. 
President John D. Spreckels made a report, in 
which he stated that the yield of sugar in the 
Hawaiian Islands during the past year had been 
reduced owing to drought to less than 80,000 
tons, and that the loss of income during the 
past year Was not less than $286,000. Payment 
of dividends had not only been stopped, but the 
company had been obliged to borrow $300,000 
to save the growing crop. One hundred and 
sixty-six thousand dollars of this loan remains 
in the treasury, but it will be exhausted in har- 
piney | the sent crop, which hes been re- 
duced ; 00,000 tons owing to the drought. 

The bondholders, he said, would serve notice 
of foreclosure, and as he cuuld see no way of 

utting the company on a firm basis for the 

uture, he could only recommend a gurrender 
to them of the company’s property. The report 
showed that the assets of the company agare- 
gated $3,952,000; liabilities, $1,200,000. Since 
the organization of the company $840,000 had 
been paid as dividends. 

The stookholders discussed President Spreck- 
els’s report and decided to pay the company’s 
indebtedness as far as —_ and continue 
operations.

THE WHITTIER HOMESTEAD 





WILL BE PRESENTED TO THE CITY OF 
HAVERHILL BY THE PURCHASER, 


HAVERHILL, Massa., Nov. 15.—This afternoon 
James H. Carleton, one of Haverhill’s wealthy 
citizens, purohased a portion of the Whittier 
homestead in East Parish. The purchase in- 
cludes the house and land around it, also the 
barn and other buildings on the opposite side of 
the road and several acres of land besides, from 
the owner, George Elliott. 

The farm is large and the larger portion is 
still retained by Mr. Elliott. The farm was sold 
to the late James Chase by the Whittier family 
about 1837, and later was purchased by Samuel 
Cc. Eliott, and by him sold to his brother, 
George. 

It is understood that Mr. Carleton will pre- 
sent the homestead to the City of Haverhill, 
with such conditions as will cause it to remain 
& memorial of John Greenleaf Whittier forever. 

About one year ago an unsuccessful effort 
Was made to purchase the place in the interest 
of the Whittier Club, with a view to its being 
held as amemorial. Mr. Whittier was pleased 
with the idea and remarked that it must be 
done soon if at all in his day. The wish of the 
friends of the poet will now be gratified in the 
establishment of a perpetual memorial of him. 





TKetterhorn to be Brought to New-York. 
SaN ANTONIO, Texas, Noy. 15.—Detective 
John Holland of New-York left here to-night 
having in custody Arthur Tetterhorn, alias Van 
Buren, alias R. Roberts, whois wanted in that 
city to answer to the charge of forgery, there 
being several counts against him. The prison- 
er, under the name of RK. Roberts, was working 
fora book concern o—e- volumes of the En- 
oyclopexdia Britannica on installments. 

The indictment ae that he forged names 
to orders for books. e drew his commission 
on the supposed sale, and then, instead of deliv- 
ering the volumes, sold them and appropriated 
the money to his own uses. 

When the time came for the collection of sec- 
ond instaliments Tetterhorn disappeared. It 
was four weeks before the authoritics knew of 
his whereabouts.

THE ARREST OF A CENSUS BU- 
REAU EMPLOYE IN TROY. 


“W. H. HOWARD” SAID TO BE HOW- 
ARD SUTHERLAND—PROMINENT RE- 
PUBLICANS SAID TO BE IMPLICATED 
IN A CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE 
FRANCHISE—TRIAL TO BE HELD. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—News reached Wash- 
ington to-day that ‘“‘ W. H. Howard,” who has 
been in jail in Troy, N. Y., for a week, charged 
with conspiracy against the elective franchise, 
is Howard Sutherland, Chief of the Population 
Division of the United States Census Bureau. 

The charge against Sutherland is that he was 
the moving spirit in the plot te hire a steamer 
the night before election, and, after stocking it 
with beer and sandwiches, take 350 Democrats 
aboard and give them a free sail down the Hud- 
son River and return too late the next day for 
the party to vote. 

When Sutherland was arrested he concealed 
his identity under the name of Howard, but ad- 
mitted that he was sent to Troy for the purpose 
of keeping Democratic voters away from the 
polls, and was supplied with money by persons 
of high standing in the Republican Party. He 
atiempted to implicate ex-Congressman Quack- 
enbush, Z. F. Magill, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican County Committee, and other Republican 
leaders, but they have denied, according to the 
story received here, that they knew anything of 
the scheme. Republicans of national prom- 
inence who have also been implicated by Suth- 
erland are reported as ridiculing the charge 
and declaring that they did not know Howard, 
alias Sutherland, and never heard of such a man. 

Police Superintendent Willard of Troy is 
credited with tho statement that he has posi- 
tive proof of the conspiracy, and intends to pre- 
pare warrants for all persons implicated, and 
that he will connect members of the Republican 
National Committee with the plot. ‘ Bob” 
Magee of Troy, according to Wiilard, was How- 
ard’s principal lieutenant. He has been arrest- 
ed for suoh offenses heretofore. Magee went to 
New-York, itis claimed, just previous to the 
election and there met Howard Sutherland. 
The pair claim that they were furnished with 
necessary money at the Republican Head- 
quarters. Itis said that at the time Howard 
was arrested he was seen to hand a large sum 
of money to a Republican. 

Superintendent Porter of the Census Bureau 
said this afternoon that Howard Sutherland, 
who is about thirty years of age, had been 
Chief of tne Population Division of the bureau 
since March 13,1890. Mr. Porter added that 
Sutherland was a very etiiclent man. He pro- 
fessed to know nothingabout the arrest of Suth- 
erland or the charge against him beyond what 
he had read in the dispatches, Sutherland, he 
added, went on his annual leave of thirty days 
two or three weeks ago, and it was supposed by 
his superiors that he was in Missouri, his home. 

Despite Mr. Porter's assertion and the state- 
ments of other pension officials, it is declared 
to-night, on what seems to be good authority, 
that Sutherland returned to Washington from 
his regular leave of absence several weeks prior 
to the election and brought his wife with him 
from Missouri, whore she had been staying. I[t 
is said further that at least three letters, writ- 
ten by him at Troy on note paper of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, have been received 
by Washington friends within the last fortnight. 

The charge is also made that twenty-three 
employes of the Census Bureau were with Sutb- 
erland at Troy, engaged in classifying the 
names of Democratic voters, as a part of the 
conspiracy. Inquiries at the Census Bureau 
to-day concerning this charge were met with the 
statement that none of the employes of the 
Bureau was known to be in Troy prior to the 
election. 

It is believed here that the trial of Sutherland 
will show the charges against him to be true, 
and that a number of prominent Republicans 
will be placed in a very embarrassing position.

GOING OVEK THE FIGURES IN OHIO. 


OFFICIAL RETURNS FROM SIXTY-FOUR 
OUT OF EIGHTY-EIGHT COUNTIES. 


CoLuMBts, Ohio, Nov. 15.—Secretary of State 
Poorman has received the official returns from 
sixty-four of the eighty-eight counties, and 
the figures have been carefully gone over by the 
expert calculators in the Democratic Commit- 
tee rooms. 

The footings show that Taylor (Dem.) for Sec- 
retary of State has received 268,244, and Tay- 
lor (Rep.) 264,249, giving Taylor (Dem.) 3,995 
plurality. 

Danford, firat on the Republican ticket for 
Elector, has 265,965, and Seward, first on the 


Democratic ticket, 270,164, which is 4,199 plu- 
rality for the Democratic Elector. 

Herrick, second on the Republican ticket for 
Elector, has 264,295, and Steinberger 268,288, 
a difference of 3,993 im favor of the moocrat. 

The counties not reported are expected by 
the Republicans to show pluralities sutticlent 
to elect the national and State tickets by a close 
margin and not materially different from the 
unofficial estimates heretofore given. 

Hamilton County, which went Republican by 
about 4,000, is included in those which have 
made official returns favoring that party, and 
Cuyahoga, which is largely Democratic this 
year, may wake a change equally gratifying to 
the Democrats. 

The figures so far, based on the plurality for 
MoKinley last year, show Taylor (Dem.) 234 
votes ahead, the counties not yet reported be- 
ing estimated from sem!-official returns.

Very Close in Wyoming. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Nov. 15.—The control 
of the Wyoming Legislature is still claimed by 
both the Demoorats and the Republkans. The 
Legislature is composed of forty-nine members. 
Of these, six are Republican hold-overs and one 
a Democratic hold-over. Of the remaining 


forty-two members, the Democrats have elect- 
ed ge gee and the Republicans sixteen, 
making t er for the Democrats five 
on joint ballot. The Republican State Commit- 
tee claims that the official count will give them 
the Legislature by a majority of one. 

The majority of the Electoral vote is still un- 
decided, and will require the official count to 
decide the election of the Harrison or Weaver 
Electors. Unofficial returns from all the coun- 
ties give Osborne (Dem.) for Governor 2,000 
majority, Cofften (Dem.) for Congressman 
1,500 majority,and Gibson Clark (Dem.) for 
Judge of the Supreme Court 2,000 majority. 





Four Bank Robbers Plead Guilty. 

Erg, Penn., Nov. 15.—The four young des- 
peradoes who shot Cashier Kepler of the Key- 
stone National Bank and then undertook to rob 
the vaults were indicted and pleaded guilty to- 
day. Charles M. Hawley, the New-York man 
who shot the cashier, and John Courtney of 
Chicago, who kept Bookkeeper Charles Liebel 
dancing, pleaded guilty to assault with intent 
to murder, assault with intent to rob, and 
aggravated assault and battery. 

Charles W. Smith and Daniel T. Evans, who 
left good homes in Utica and coast their lots 
with the professionals, wero allowed to plead 
guilty to entering with intent to rob and carry- 
ing concealed weapons. They will be sentenced 
Monday. 





Andrew Van Tassel Found Dead.

ARGUING HIS OWN DEFENSE, 


——=_>__— 
SMITH ANSWERS ONE CHARGE 
BEFORE THE PRESBYTERY. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 15.—The trial of Prof. Henry 
Preserved Smith of Lane Theological Seminary 
for alleging that the Old Testament contains 
errors of historic fact and that the inspired 
authors of Chronicles and other inspired writers 
of the Old Testament were guilty of suppress- 
ing sundry historic truths was resumed in the 
First Presbyterian Church before the Preaby- 
tery of Cincinnati this morning. The professor 
presented his argument in hisown defense, de- 


voting the entire day to the second charge made 
against him. This charge was as follows: 

“The Rev. Henry Preserved Smith is charged 
with teaching in a pamphlet entitied ‘ Bible Schol- 
arship and Inspiration,’ contrary to a funda 
mental doctrine of the Word of God and the Confes- 
sion of Faith, that the Holy Spirit did not so control 
the inspired writers in their composition of the Holy 
Scriptures as to make their utterances absolutely 
truthful, viz., free from error when interpreted in 
their natural and intended sense.” 

“Ttis plainly the intention of the committes 
to assert that the Holy Spirit did control the 
inspired writers in the composition of the Holy 
Scriptures,”’ said the professor, ‘so as to make 
their utterances absolutely truthful—i. e., free 
from error in their natural and intended sense. 
Now, I ask, why is not the natural sense the in- 
tended sense? Or is the intended sense some- 
thing different from the natural sense? I oan- 
not help seeing in this phrase an obscurity. 
The intended sense! Intended by whom? [If 
by the Divine Author, we shall agree. If by hu- 
man authority, [doubt whether any will affirm 
itor any assert that the intention of the Dt- 
vine Author is necessarily the intention of the 
human author. This proposition is at least 
debatable. 

“In the firet chapter of Genesis, for exam- 
ple, it can hardly be doubted that the intention 
of the human author was to describe a natural 
work of six natural days. Probably the ma- 
jority of those who hear me hold that the inten- 
tion or the Holy Spirit was to describe a geo- 
logic work of six ‘creative days.’ So the 
question whose intention the committee means 
in its phrase is not superfluous. And in that 
view alone the language is ambiguous and 
should be amended. For if ministerial standing 
is to depend on a juggle with a word, the sooner 
we know it the better.” 

The profeesor then went on to object to the 
charge that it was insutticient In legal effect, in 
that, while it affirms a certain doctrine to be 
fundamental, it brings no evidence that it is 
fundamental. Taking up this feature, he went 
on to show that the committee had not adduced 
any Soriptural text to support the position it 
had assumed. 

The strongest text of all upon which the 
committee relied was that in Second Timothy 
lil., 16, where it is declared that all Scripture 
is inspired of God and is profitable for reproof. 
He asked why the committee did not quote 
the revised version of this text, which reads, 
“Every Scripture inspired of God 1s profit- 
able,” &o. 

His argument was that the word inspired de- 
scribed the quality, not the origin, of the 
Scripture. 

The prosecution will begin its reply to-mor- 
row.

NEWFOUNDLAND AND CANADA,

THE CONFERENCE AT HALIFAX CON- 
CLUDED YESTERDAY. 


HALIFax, N. 8., Nov. 15.—The conference be- 
tween Canada and Newfoundland, which has 
been going on here for the past week, concluded 
to-day. The members refuse to state what took 
place, except to say that the proceedings were 
cf a harmonious character and that good re- 
sults must follow the interchange of views and 
friendly discussions. 

The bait and fishery questions were discussed 
and the commeroial relations between the col- 
ony and Canada thoroughly talked over unoffi- 
olally. It is learned that confederation was one 
of the topics fully under consideration. 

A basis of union was agreed upon by the dele- 
gates, and these terms will be submitted by the 
delegates to their respective Governments, If 
they prove acceptable to both, they will be sub- 
mitted to the peopie of Newfoundland before 
adoption. 

There is Dut little doubt that Newfoundland 
is ready to enter the confederation, a great re- 
action of sentiment in its fayor having taken 
place in the colony within the past year or eo. 





CHANGE IN QUARANTINE RULES. 


a 
THE LONG DETENTION TO APPLY ONLY 
TO IMMIGRANTS IN THE 8TEERAGE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—A circular is being 
prepared at the Treasury Department making 
an important change in the present immigra- 
tion policy of the department. 

It is, in effect, that the President's order of 
Sept. 1, imposing twenty days’ quarantine on 
immigrants, is hereafter to be applied only to 
immigrants who come over in the steerage. 
Heretofore all immigrants who were not booked 
and assembled at the port of departure prior to 
Sept. 1 were debarred from landing, regardless 
of whether they came in cabin or steerage. 

The change is made in recogpition of the fact 
that the only present danger o. che introduction 
of cholera or other epidemic by immigration is 
from persons and baggage that have not been 
subjected to proper sanitary regulations in 
transit. It is assumed that the Federal and 
local quarantines will be continued and that the 
proposed additional detention of twenty days 
will be imposed only in cases where the vessel 
and its passengers are not in perfect sanitary 
condition, The oircular will be issued to-mor- 
row.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 15.—Returns received at 
the office of the Secretary of State, though not 
given out officially, show that the Cleveland 
Electors will have a plurality of 80,000, anda 
majority of about 40,000 over all.

THE AMNUAL DINNER OF THE ORGANI¢ 
ZATION A GREAT SUCCESS—CHBERS 
FOR PRESIDENT-ELECT CLEVELAND— 
MR. DEPEW DEVOTES HIMSELF TO 
EXPLANATION, 


For the one hundred and twenty-fourth time 
the Chamber of Commerce gave an annual din- 
ner last night. Theevent took place at Del- 
monico’s, and there a score of gentlemen wha 
have achieved fame in politics met nearly 250 
of the business men ofthe city. The number in 
attendanve at the dinner was limited only by 
the capacity of the hall. 

A driving rain out of doors kept nobody at 
home, forthe dinner promised to exceed in im 
terest any of those which had gone before it, 
Leading representatives of both political par- 
ties had promised to be there, and the sweeping 
results of the election were expected to form 
the basis for more than one speech from men 
high in their party councils. I[t was not a po- 
litical dinner, of course, but everybody looked 
for some interesting talks on matters economi¢ 
and political. 

As it happened, the political flavor of the 
evening was particularly pronounced toward the 
last. Speakers at the head of the list touched 
upon matters political, sometimes boldly and 
sometimes with great caution, but after midnight 
the talk was frankly based upon the very well 
known fact that this country went through an 
election recently and the equally well under- 
stood circumstance that the Demoocrats-scored a 
great victory. Nearly everybody waited for 
these late speeches. 

For one thing the diners wanted to hear what 
Chauncey M. Depew had to say, not so much 
because they put faith in his teachings 
as because they were curious to see how 
he was going to extricate himself from 
a trap which he laid for himself 
with marked success while he was stump- 
ing the State a few weeks ago. Mr. Depew wag 
in the hall early in the evening, but another ene 
gagement called him away for an hourwertwo. 
He came back, however, in time to toe the 
mark, and, with the coming of Wedmesday 
morning, to wriggle out of his predicament in 
his own fashion. Whitelaw Reid was there,.too, 
to tell how it felt to lose the Vice Presidanoy. 

The star of the assembly was the ex-President 
who is going to be President again. He sat be- 
side Alexander E. Orr, Vice President of the 
Chamber, who presided in the:absence of Presi- 
dent Charles 8. Smith, who is traveling in the 
East. On the other side of the Chairman was 
Charles Foster, Secretary of the Treasury. Oth- 
ers at the guest table were Congressman W. C. P.

The decorations of the hall were simple, al- 
though there was no lack of them. The balcony 
was hung with American flags. National stand- 
ards were displayed behind the guests’ table, 
while German, Spanish, Italian, and French 
colors also added to the assortment of hues 
hung on the walls. -Along the gallery rail was a 
line of potted plants. The band was hidden be- 
hind this green hedge. 

Unusual attention had been paid to the prep: 
aration of the menu, which was an artistic 


piece of work. It bore a medallion with two 
heads, the one of Mercury, the god of com- 
meroe, the other of Bacchus, the god of feast- 
ing. Two small symbolic marks introduced 
upon the medallion by the side of the 
heads were the caduceus or winged rod of Mer- 
cury with its meaning of prudence and dili- 
gence, both of which were in the old 
classic days, as now, considered truly 
necessary elements in the pursuit of business. 
Issuing from behind the medallion at its basa 
was the cornucopia or horn of plenty, and the 
codfish, with other suggestions of tho feast. 
Eoslow thia and overlapping the lower part of 
the medallion was the seal of the Chamber with 
the palm branch of success. Forming a back- 
ground was a view of New-York harbor, with 
its steamships, its sailing vessels, yachts, rerry- 
boats, pilotboats, and the like. 

Mr. Orr, as Chairman, began the speaking 
shortly after 9 o’clock.

“he Bureau of Immigration has charge of 
the execution of the immigration laws. No 
more delicate or difficult duty is performed by 
any office or the Government. Anarchists, per- 
sons likely to become public paupers, insane 
reons,and other classes are prohibited by 

aw from landing. Hew is the Inspector or 
Superintendent of this service to know 
whether an immigrant is an Anarchist, or is 
likely to become a pauper, or has contracted his 
aber? He does the best he can, and upon the 
whole commendable success attends his efforts 
to determine these questions. If we are to have 
aucocossiul execution of the law, 4 rigid exam- 
ination of all immigrants before sailing must

; “My successor, with the help of tue I resident, 
will make many changes of the heads of burean 
and chiefs of divisions, and, as 3 consequence, 
at least for the time being, the business of the 
department will suffer.

Baron Fava was to respond te “ Italy,” but 
fliness prevented his attendance. Mr. McKel 
way was called upon to take the Baron’s place. 
He accepted the task, explaining that he had 
taken 80 many gentlemen's places that, with all 
deference to Chauncey M. Depew, he could 
fivure as the great American substitute. 

Mr. McKelway touched upon political topics 
occasionally. He pointed out that when the 
Senate asked the reasons for appointing one 
man and removing another a few years ago, it 
led to a Gull, sickening thud, which showed 
that the acoustic aqualitics of the Sen 
ate Chamber agreed with the feeling of 
the country. An Italien friend of his 
had said that some Atates were born great, 
some achieved greatness, and some had 
Presidents thrnst upon them. This same 
friend had pointed out that recently New-York 
bad repelled Pennaylvania agencies in bebaif 
of Indiana influences. Mr. McKelway himself 
‘thought that the greatest thing in the country 
‘was the press. Under its head were two classes 
—those which boagted without results and those 
which seoured results without boasting. ‘ 

Mr. McKelway briefly discussed the election 
of a United States Senator from this State. 
New-York, he declared, should choose a worthy 
representative in the Senate, and tho members 
of the Chamber of Commerce, as representa- 
tives of intelligenao, progross, and thrift, 
should see to it that the State did not suffer her 
representation te sink to the level of bonanza 
States or rotten boroughs. New-York, ho said, 
should choose a business man of tried and 

rovoed integrity. 

a The Kev. ee. John Hall was ealled on to an- 
ewer to “ Commerce and Civilization.” fe said 
that he did not feel like a stranger, as he saw 
among the guests many of hie congregation. 
For over forty years he had been in close 
connection with commercial men and that 
among them he had found mavy who were 
heroie and Christian men. Speaking directly to 
the teast, Dr. Hall said that civilization meant 
the highest principles of Christianity, and these 
principles, he declared, should be applied to 
commerce. 

“JT trust,” said the ‘doctor impressively, as he 
eame to his conclusion, “that He who is king 
of Kings will guide and direct you. You cap 
touch many questions which oven the pulpit 
cannot reach.”’

BRECKINRIDGE’S 


MR. SPEECH. 


Congressman W. 0. P. Breckinridge of Ken- 
tucky spoke to “The House of Representa 
tives.” 

“The House,” he said, “is not the power of 
the Government, but only a co-ordinate branch. 
The House cannot prepare itsown businoss. 
Its busineas must be prepared in the committee 
rooms. In our country the Cabinet is not, as it 
is in other countries, the great adviser of tho 
JIonse. The House stands to-day limited by the 
saine constitutional restrictions that were put 
upon it by our fathors. 

“There has one great change taken place. 
Public opinion has caused it. This change is 


that the President is no longer merely the Ex- 
ecutive of our Government, but he has become 
the great leader of his party. Therefore there 
is a welding that is in spite of and not because 
of our Constitution. With the President stands 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
and they two shape the policy of Administra- 
tion. 

“Tne House thig year, and for a few yeare to 
come, will bean American House The whole 
responsibility will rest on it and the Adminis- 
tration of which it will be a part. Our purpose 
is, as God gives us strength, to turn our faces 
in the opposite direction from that in which we 
have been going und to make changes care- 
fully, siillfuily, and cautiously, so that the re- 
adjustment will not bring harin. 

“T speak not as a partisan, though I am a 
thorough partisan. I speak now as an Ameri- 
can representative, and with my colleagues I 
will try as best I oan to do nothing that is not 
{n accord with popular opinion. J 

“In the House ve rest the responsibility for 
a proper settlement of the question of curreney. 

e must accept it as absqlutely necessary that 
some change must be ade in our national 
banking law. The country is essentially bi- 
metallic. It is notwilling that there should 
bon currency that is not equal to the best. 
The common pie may not understand the 
subtle lews of finance, but they know with ab- 
solute certainty that the man who works all 
day long geta the cheapest doliar that there is 
im ciroulatien, and se they intend that that dol- 
lar that they get must be like all other dollars, 
as Valuable as all other dollars. 

“I do not doubt that the House will under- 
take te settle that question in some manpner by 
which that résultcgan be reached. The purpose, 
too, of the House on the tariff will be to carry 
out and make permanent the policy which the 
election past and the election of 1800 dictated. 

“TI hope to-night [ do not trespass when I 
say that in the Administration that is to como 
into power there will be a sincere effort to ad- 
just the affgirs of the country, which will take 
out of politics such qnestion as the tariff. 
Our design is to take our great resources 
aud with them conguer not only the 
markets of the world, but the hearts of the 
peopies of the world. Then America will be 
the mistress of the seas and the arbiter of the 
world by the great power of her merchants and 
her mechanics.”’ 


REMARKS OF PRESIDENT SCHURMAN. 


The last toast on the regular programme was 
“Commerce and Education.” President I. G. 
Schurman of Cornell University made the re- 
sponse. President Schurman began by pointing 
out the commercial value of science and the 
importance of advanced education in influencing 
trade. He said that the free instruction of the 
industrial classes and the maintenance by the 


States of universities of the most far-reaching 
kind were what the country most needed. 

“I gay, therefore,” Mr. Schurman remarked, 
“that two things are needed. First, our indus- 
trial activity, if it is to be effective, must be 
fliuminated and regulated by science. 
And second, science must be cultivated 
for its own sake if it is to make new 
and fruitful dissoveries. The nourishment of 
science is so costly that it can no longer be done 
without aid from the State. We have not in all 

land a oniversity that even tolerably rep- 
resents existing knowledge, to say notbing of 
ita growth. 

“This, then, is the great duty of the modern 
State—a dnty which, though otherwise demon- 
strable, i havo here urged solely on 

unds of self-interest and public policy. 
am a New-Yorker an roud of 
my Commonwealth, but I will speak 
teetruth. We do not, in this State, realize the 
rtance of the highest education.

MR. CLEVELAND’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Orr stated thatthe rogular toast list had 
been exhausted, but as that was customary, the 
members of the Chamber could call for a few 
words from any of the guests. There 
Were  oalls for speeches from Mr. 
Cleveland, from Mr. Depew, and from Mr. Reid. 
Mr. Orr gave the preference to the President- 
elect, and the company rose to cheer him. His 


speech, which was very brief, was interrupcod 
by frequent applause. He spoke as follows: 

Mx. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN: I am ex- 
ceedingly gratifiod by the kindness and warmth 
of your greeting. It does not surprise me, how- 
ever, for I have seen and felt, on more than one 
occasion, tho cordial hospitality and heartiness 
of those who assemble at the annual divner of 
our Chamber of Commerce. 

We all have noticed that many mon, when 
they seek to appear especially wise and im- 
pressive, speak of ‘‘our business interests”’ as 
something awful and mysterious; and quite 
often, when a proposition is under discussion, 
its merits — jonger apparent to those whose 
hair is on end at the solemn. suggestion that 
“our business interests” are lying in wait with 
numerous Viale of wrath in complete readiness 
for those who arrive at an uuacoepted conolu- 
sion. 

I am fortunate in being able to state that my 
relation to the Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New-York, though merely of a compli- 
mentary kind arising from honorary member- 
ship, has so familiarized me with “ business 
interests” that [ no longer regard those words 
as meaning a bloodthirsty beast, nor do I have 
constantly before my mind those children in 
the Biblical stery who were torn in pleces by 
beara for diséussing too much at random the 
baldness of an ancient prophet. 

1¢ is entirely natural that my familiarity with 
business interests arising from the relation to 
which I have referred should be of a very pleas- 
antsortand free from fear and trepidation, 
for the enly meetings [have ever attended of 
the Chamber of Commerce have been precisely 
such as this, when the very best things to cat 
and drink have been exhaustively discussed. I 
am bound to say that on these occasions the 
dreadful beings representing business interests 
have been very human indeed. 

I know you will not do me the great injustice 
of supposing that I in the least ynderrate the 
importance of the commercial and financial in- 
terests here represented. On the contrary, no 
one appreciates more fully than I that, while a 
proper adjustment of ull interests should be 
maintained, you represent those which are 
utterly indispensable to our national growth 
and prosperity. I do not bolieve that any 
other interesta should be obliged to feed 
from the crumbs which fallfrom tke table of 
business, nor dol believe that table should be 
robbed of the good things which are honestly 
and fairly there, merely because some other 
tables are not well provided. 

It comes to this: We are gill interested as 
Americans in acommon pursuit Our purpose 
is, or ought to be, in our several spheres, to add 
to the general fund of national prosperity. 
From this fund we are all entitled to draw, per- 
haps not equally, but pee each receiving a 
fair portion of individual prosperity. 

Let us avoid trampling on each other in our 
anxiety to be first in the distribution of shares, 
and let us not attompt to appropriate the share 
of others. 

AslI close, leannot refrain from expressing 
my thanks for the courtesies often extended to 
me by the organization at whoge hospitable 
board I have satthis covening. I beg to assure 
you that though I may not soon meet you again 
on an occasion like this, I shall remember with 
peculiar pleasure the friends nado among your 
membership, and shall never allow myself to be 
heedloss of the affairs you so worthily hold in 
your keeping.

WHITELAW REID’S SPEECH. 


After Mr. Cleveland had finished speaking, 
there were loud cries for Mr. Depew and Mr. 
Reid. Mr. Whitelaw Roid responded as follows: 

“No, Mr. President, it is not my turn. Ido 
not think Iam called upon to make a speech. 
That is in the line of the other side. 
i have been making & good 
apecches within the last three or 
weeks, and I am obliged to confese that I do not 
particularly like the result of them. [Laugh- 
ter.} I thought that there was a great deal in 
them then, but I think a great deal less of them 
now. 
 ‘* The other side will now havo the opportunity 
to make speeches, 8 good many of them to au- 
diencés larger and more critical than this. They 
will ask a good many questions, and they will 
oonsider very seriously what is said. 

**f am here, as I have said, simply in a private 
capacity, and asa citizen of the United States 
I am here to pay wy loyal respects to the Prosi- 
dent-elect, who has been the choice of 65,000,- 
000 of people. [Applause. } 

“ But if I may venture, Mr. President, en- 
couraged by the freedom of speech along the 
line this evening, which Mr Breckinbridgo 
at first noticed, then plunged into, if 
I may speak at all upon public affairs, 
I shall do go not as a defeated candidate, not as 
an editor, for I have not resumed that calling 
yet, but as a member, bound by the very alight- 
est of chains, of this Chamber of Commerce and 
as a business man. 

“J would like to answer a question which my 
friend, Mr. Breckinridge, has aeked. He wished 
to know what would be doncin the noxt four 
years, and whether the business people of New- 
York would take it upon themselves to help 
and assist in the great financial questions to 
arise. 

“TIsay this. There is nothing so injurious to 
business as ge eye He has told us that it 
is hia purpose, that of his party,to set aside that 
policy which has contributed to the wealth and 
welfare of the United States during the past 
thirty years; he has said that bis party intends 
to make an entire change. 

“Tanswer thisf now as a business man, as a 
business man of New-York and of this country, 
that whatever is to be done by that party let it 
be done at once and without unnecessary and 
harassing delays.’’

THE RUSTLERS ARE BEING PERSIST-

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Nov. 15.—Offioer Nard 
of Frémont County and two assistants reported 
to have been killed in the Big Horn Mountains 
by Jim Moore, the fugitive murderer of Con- 
stable Byron Smith, have returned to Lander 
with the report that they could not find Meore, 
Tho latter, according to Indian hunters, has a

Two more cattle thieves have been killed in 
the Big Horn Basin.

They wore shot in the back while sit- 
ting at a camp fire.

was sentenced to three and one-half years in 
Bing Sing for sneak thieving. He was released 
about three wecks ago and he has since stolen 
sixty garments of the ag ate value of $3,000. 
He was arraigned before Justice Kilbreth, in the 
Yorkville Police Court yesterday, charged with 
Boater. two overcoats and a mackintosh from 
Prof. Hjalmar H. Boyesen, who lives at 48 West

COUNTESS DE BETTINCOURT 
HELD FOR CONSPIRACY T0O DE- 
FRAUD W. G. TOPLIS. 


SHE TOLD HIM HE COULD CUT COUPONS 
FOR HER AT A GOOD SALARY—HE 
LET HER HAVE $2,500—a GUSHING 
LETTER FROM HER SUPPOSED ACCOM- 
PLICE. 


PHILADELPAIA, Nov. 15.—Mrs. Anita MoMur- 
row, alias the Countess de Bettinoourt, hada 
hearing before Magistrate Durham this afier- 
noon, and was held in $1,000 bail upon the 
charge of entering into a conspiracy with Elmer 
M. Billings of New-York to defraud William G. 
Toplis, a Germantown druggist, out of a large 
sum of money. 

The charge of obtaining money under falac 
pretenses from Toplis was dismissed, as that 
charge was not as clearly mado out as that of 
conspiracy. 

Mrs. MoMurrow camo into court about 3 
o’clock, having driven up in a carriage, (al- 
though there were many of her victims present 
who walked,) and was given aseat in the magis- 
trate’s private office. During the hearing she 
sat concealed from view behind the half-opened 
door, but near enough, however, to hear the 
evidence given. 

The firat witness for the prosecution was 
William G. Toplis, who testified that his 
acquaintance with Mrs. McMurrow began in 
1889, but that up to September, 1891, it was 
only of a social nature. 

About the latter date she first approached 
him on the subjectof a loan, showing him a 


package tied with red tape and mounted with 
red seals, upon which was written in Spanish 
what she translated as a statement that inside 
of the emits were Spanish bonds represent- 
ing $32, .000, of which she was the owner. 

She also exhibited a paper containing a line 
of American railroad bonds, valued at $10,455,- 
000, which she said she also owned. It was on 
those representations that he consented to loan 
her several small sums of money. 

He said that after borrowing $35 or $40 she 
cee him to accompany her to New-York. 

pon their arrival there they went to the office 
of the Mercantile Safe Deposit Company in the 
Equitable Building, 120 Broadway, where an 
interview was held, at which Mrs. McMurrow, 
Toplis, and Elmer M. Billings, Secretary of the 
company, were present. 

Mre..MoMurrow, Toplis testified, told him 
that if Mr. Billings liked him he would be en- 
gaged to assist the former in the management 
of the Countessa’s business, especially in cutting 
off the coupons ‘rom the $32,000,000 of bonds. 

After Mr. Billings and Mrs. MceMurrow had 
held a private consultation he was presented to 
Billings, who informed him that the Countess 
“had told him of his kindness to her, and that 
he would gladly have him for an assistant busi- 
noss manager of the aflaire of the ‘Countess,’ os- 
pecially in cutting off the coupons.” 

Lawyer Heverin asked Toplis if he had ever 
performed that pleasant work. The witness 
sadly replied that he had notoclipped a single 
coupon. 

“T have furnished Mrs. MoMurrow,”’ 
tinued Toplis, “‘ more than $2,500.” 

Mr. Heverin offered two letters in ovidence, 
which he said were written by Mr. Billings to 
Mrs. MoMurrow, and whose handwriting he 
proved by Toplis. They were dated reapective- 
ly Aug. 18, 1892, and Aug, 23,1892, The first

Murrow to Toplis. George E. Lewis of Mor- 
chantville, N. t. another of the “* Countess’s” 
victims to the extent of $5,000, testified that he 
had met Elmer M. Billings and the “‘ Countess” 
together on several occasions in Phiiadelphia 
and New-York. 

“Mra. McMurrew wanted me to loan her 
money, which I did,’’ said he, ‘after Mr. Bil- 
lings had assured me that she was the richest 
woman in the world, and had an income of 
$5,665 a day. He took me into the vaults of the 
Mereantile Gompany and pointed to two vaults 
which he said Mra. MoMurrow had rented to 
put her money and bonds in.’’ 

No evidence was heard in defense, and, after 
listening to brief arguments from the counsel 
on either side, Magistrate Durham held the 
* Countess” to answer in court.

STARTER JACK CHINN SHOT, 
—_———@——__. 

WOUNDS ARE PROBABLY FATAL 

AND HE 18 NOW IN HOSPITAL. 


ST. Lours, Mo., Noy. 15.—Col. Jack Chinn, the 
well-known horse starter, was probably fatally 
shot at the East St. Louis track this afternoon 
by Capt. D. D. Anthony of the track police 
force. The circumstances are these: 

Chinn was under a contract to act as starter 
for the East Side track, but some time ago went 
to Chicago to act at Hawthorn. His son, Kit 
Chinn, acted in his stead at East St. Levis. The 


management of the latter track tried to hold 
China to his contract, but he did not respond 
promptly,and when he did arrive, did very 
poor work, and the sorvices of Starter Dwyer 
of Guttenburg had to be secured. 

Chinn this afternoon went on the track to do 
his usual work, and, finding Dwyer there, 
snatohed the fisgfrem him and ordered him off 
the track. Dwyer refused to go and called on 
the officers for protection. 

Ohinn then had an altercation with Secretary 
Sinclair. He grasped the latter by the coat, 
—s him toward him. With his disengaged 

and Chinn pulled a vicious-looking knife and 
apparently was about to wreak his wrath upon 
the Beoretary. 

Capt. Anthony, who was near, sprang forward 
to prevent trouble. At this point accounts dif- 
fer. Capt. Anthony states that, while not in any 
danger himself, he saw that Sinclair's life was in 
danger; also that the latter had drawn arevolver 
and, should he fire it, the bullets were apt to hit 
some of the crowd that had gathered. To pre- 
vent this he put his revolver in Chinn’s face 
and fired, the ball entering his neok. 

Chinn fell, but, soon staggering to his feet, 
exclaimed: “You cowards had better go and 
select your graveyards. I’m in this racket to 
win, and by God win I will!” 

He then started to walk away, but was arrest- 
ed. Physicians were summoned, who ordered 
him removed to the hospital, where ho lies in a 
critioal condition. 

He told a friend that he would fix ig all right 
with Sinclair and ask his pardon, but still made 
= against Officer Anthony and his assiat- 
ants. 

Col. Chinn is fifty-two years of age, a giant in 
strength and build, and, while pleasant and 
gentle enough when sober, is, when in his cups, 
a bad man to deal with. Chinn has a wife and 
several children at his home near Harrodsburg, 
Ky., where he and his brother-in-law own a 
stock farm.

THE FORTIFICATIONS WHICH WILL 
PRKOTECT NEW-YORK., 


PROGRESS MADE DURING THE PAST 
YEAR—PLANS FOR THE TWO EN- 
TRANCES TO THE HARBOR—A RE- 
PORT UPON THE COST OF SITES— 
WORK AT OTHER PLACES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The Chief of En- 
gineers will ask for over $2,500,000 for con- 
tinuing the work of defending the coast line of 
the United States. The report of Gen. Casey to 
Congress, beyond the estimate for land fortifi- 
cations, asks for very little money for river and 
harbor improvements. 

Of the sum of nearly $2,000,000 appropriated 
in two years for coast defenses, New-York has 
secured the following allotments: Eastern en- 
trance, 2 ten-inch guns and 1 eight-inch gun, 
$207,849; 16 twelve-inch mortars, $130,000. 
Southern entrance, 2 twelve-inch guns, $283,000; 
3 eight-inch guns, $189,500; 16 twelve-inoh 
mortars, $201,000. The remainder went to 
Boston, Washington, Hampton Roads, and San 
Francisco. 

It was at firat contemplated to mount jn these 
emplacements guns of different calibres from 
those now reported, the intention being to pro- 
vide omplacoments for guns as manufactured. 
But funds not having been appropriated to pro- 
vide for emplacements being constructed as 
rapidly as guns, it will be possiblo to mount in 
the emplacements built the guns for which they 
were originally dosigned. 

The projects forthe defenses of both of the 
southern and eastern entrances to New-York 
Harbor contemplate, for the presont, an arma- 
ment of 19 twelve-inch guns on lifts, 17 ten- 
inch and 9 eight-inch guns on disappearing 
carriages, 176 twelve-inch mortars, and sub- 
marine mines operated from five mining case- 
mates. 

Col. Houston reports, as to the three emplace- 
ments for cight-inch guns, that about 7,600 
cubic yards of earth have beon excavated and 
placed in embankment; 8,485 oubic yards of 
concrete have boen made and placed; stone has 
been cut out and set for magazine door fittings, 
and the construction of doors commenced. The 
concrete cover of magazines and guns of two 
positions has been practically comploted, ex- 
cept a section in front of the pinties, left vacant 


temporarily. The concrete work of the third 
position is about one-third completed, and the 
earthwork in front of the concrete of the third 
position 1s over half built. 

Relative to the construction of the gun bat- 
tery for two twelve-inch guns and one mortar 
battery, Lieut. Co]. Gillespie reports: 

“The construction of the concrete masonry 
for the gunlift battery was continued through- 
out the year, except when suspended from De- 
cember, 1801, to April, 1892, on account of 
cold weather. The contract for the mechanism 
of the northwest lift was practically completed 
June 30, 1892, at which date all the parts of the 
mechanism had been completed, delivered, and 
set in place, except the final adjustment of the 
ammunition lift and rammer. A test had been 
made of the connections to the accumulators, 
resulting in the satisfactory raising of the ac- 
cumulators. The final test of the mechanism, 
with its ultimate load of gun and carriage, will 
be made in August. 

“The estimated total cost of a completed bat- 
tery of this type accommodating two guns is 
$457.000, (not including cost of armaments,) of 
which $283,000 is applied to masonry and sand 
covering, and $174,000 to the mechanism of 
two gun lifts. Special moditications of the 
original plans of the gun-lift battery have been 
approved, which provide for a defensible en- 
trance and for additional security against at- 
tack by boat parties on front and flanks.” 

Concerning the construction of emplacements 
for one eight-inch and two ten-inch guns, Lieut. 
Col King reports: 

“The work of preparing emplacements for 
one eight-lnch and two ten-inch rifles has been 
continued during the year. One magazine and 
part of the parapet connecting it with the next 
aoe fete have been completed and the sec- 
ond magazine ia well under way. The earth 
excavation and concrete work and receiving 
materials have been carried along together as 
circumstances would permit, and the daily out- 
pas of concrete in place has in one case reached 

60 oubic yards with a single mixer. This, how- 
ever, is far above the average, as there are many 
delays in moving machinery, preparing centres, 
«&o.” 

As to the construction ofa mortar battery, 
Lieut. Col. King reports: 

“ The rock excavation, which is the most se- 
Tious item of the work required, has been 
pushed during the year, and nearly all that re- 
quired to be removed from two mortar pits and 
all of the magazines and passageways has 
been removed, anda third pit is partly excavat- 
ed. The condition of the work is now such that 
the concrete work can be commenced at once, 
and a stone crusher will be set at work at an 
early day to supply the broken stone. There is 
enough stone on the ground that has been taken 
from the pits to supply all thestone needed for 
concrete on the entire work, and it can be 
crushed for a mere fraction of what it would 
cost to buy the stone already broken.’”’ 

During the past fiscal year three mining case- 
ments have been completed, forming part of the 
defenses of Washington, D. C.; Hampton Roads, 
and San Francisco. One for the defense of Port- 
land, Me., is expected to be completed in about 
six weeks. Two for the defense of Philadel- 
phia, for which allotments were made June 8 
and Oct. 10, 1891, will be completed during the 
present working season, and one at Charleston, 
8. 0.,is near completion. Working drawings 
and estimates of cost of two mining casements 
for the defense of Narragansett Bay are about 
ready to be submitted. 

The defenses proposed for the places named 
and for Boaton include twelve mining case- 
ments, in addition to those completed or under 
way, and an estimate is submitted for $150,000 
in order that the construction of six of these 
may be undertaken. 

Two special storage sheds for submarine min- 
ing material haye boen comptetes at New-York 
and San Francisco, and a third, required at the 
former place, will be commenced as soon as the 
site can be graded and prepared. 

On the subject of sites for fortifications Gen. 
Casey says: 

*“ At the southern entrance of New-York Har- 
bor places selected as sites for fortitications, 
owned by private parties, were located at Coney 
Island, Fort Hamilton, and Bay Side, (near 
Keansburg, N. J.) After examination of the 
site proposed at Coney Island, a new site was 
selected on Plumb Island, immediately in rear 
of the castern end of Coney Island. Other sites 
at this entrance lie west and southwest from 
the Fort Wadsworth reservation, and amount 
to about 129 acres. The purchase of land at the 
eastern entrance to the harbor has cost the Gov- 
ernment $5,000, and at the southern entrance 
#$564,992,. The total amount expended was 
#588,045, and $500,000 is asked of Congress for 
purchase of sites. 

“The expenditures during the yoar for the 

rotection of the site of Fort Niagara, N. Y., 

ave resultedin the repair of the sea wall; the 
construction of 1,711 linear feet of dike work, 
941 feet of which 1s along the river; the con- 
struction of aconorete breakwater in front of 
the northwest angle, to protect the wall, and in 
grading the bank along the river front, acoord- 
ing to the project, for a distance of 41 feet. 
The grading was comploted late in the season, 
and a3 it was impossible to induce a growth ef 
willows on this slope that would be any posal- 
ble protection to it during the Winter and Spring 
freahets, it was covered with arough pavement 
of stone. , 

“The sea wall and embankment at David's 
Island, New-York Harbor, are in good condition. 
Slight repair to the embankmentis needed where 
heavy storms have washed away part of the 
earth. A survey of the shores of the island, 
made in June, 1891, to prepare estimates of 
cost of other needed sea walls upon this island, 
shows that protection ia needed at the west 
shore, north of the coal dook. A suitable sea 
wall, with embankment, at this place is esti- 
mated to cost $30,000.” 

An appropriation of $5,000 is asked for com- 
pleting the sea wall at Governors Island.

“BLUE BIRD” PASSES AWAY

A FREQUENTER OF DIVES WHO 
BECAME A POWER * FOR GooD,

DELIA LAUGHLIN, WHO, SEVENTEEN 


MONTHS AGO, WAS RECLAIMED BY 
MES. WHITTEMORE, DIES OF CON- 
SUMPTION—WELL KNOWN TO THE: 
POLICE—MOURNED BY ALL CLASSES. 
The body of a young girl, fair of face and with 


wavy brown hair, but so emaciated as to show * 


the terrible ravages of consumption, rested yer 
terday in & white satin casket in the parlors of 
a refage for fallen women, at 102 West Sixty- 
first Street, known as the Door of Hope. It 
was the body of Delia Laughlin, who once was 
one of the most depraved of the characters who 
frequent the dives of Mulberry Bend. 

Brawling and drinking ~ith a crowd of dis- 
reputable men and won.!n in “Italian Joe’s” 
diye in Mulberry Bend, Mrs..E. M. Whittemore, 
who has charge of the noble work of the Door 
of Hope, found Delia Laughlin about seventeen 
months ago. She spoke to the girl, but found 
her thoroughly hardened. She consented, how- 
ever, to take the missionary to some of the re- 
sorte with which she was so familiar. When 
she was about to leave the girl Mrs. Whitte- 
more handed her a beautiful pink rose and told 
her that she wouid be glad to have her oall at 
the Florence Mission. 

The girl was known to the police as “ The 
Mystery,” because she was so hard to tind when 


information was wanted regarding thecriminals | 


with whom she associated. “ Blue Bird,’’ the 
girl’s acquaintances called her, because she al- 
Ways wore gaudy blue dresses. “Blue Bird” 
took the rose, went back to “Italian Joe’s”’ 
place, and put the flower into a bottle of water. 

The next night she was drinking as usual in 
the place when she happened to spy the rose. 
Its beauty had gone, Decay had fallen upon it. 
Bat it was while looking atthe withered flower 
that the turn in the girl’s life came. 

Her character was a strong one. In her vicious 
life she had become a power among her associ- 
ates. When, therefore, she turned from looking 
atthe withered rose and said to them, “‘ Boys: 
and girls, I am going to leave you to-night for 
good,” they knew that something had happened. 
They answered: ‘‘Bluey is going crazy!’’ but 
“Bluey” was not. She was going to the Flor- 
ence Mission to find the woman who had given 
her the rose. A lot of the men iu the dive ac- 
companied her as far as a Third Avenue horse 
oar and one of them gave her the money for her 
fare. As she got abbard, one of them called out, 
to her: “‘Don’t get to be such a fine lady that 

ou will forget your old friends.” “ I’ll never 
Forget you,’ she answered, and she never did, 

ut devoted her prayers and her efforts to their 
salvation. 

Mrs. Whittemore took “‘Blne Bird” to the 
Doog of Hope, and she became as good as = 
had been bad. After afew weeks of care an 
of religious teaching she started in to work 
with 6 Whittemore. She went to the prisons 
to talk to the convicts, and none had the power 
and control over the people of the dives that 
she had. 

But “ Blue Bird” had consumption, and seven 
months ago suffered from a fearful hemorrhage. 
Bince then her life had been slowly ebbing 
away, and Jast Sunday she died. The incidents 
of her sick-bed, as related by these who cared 
tor her, would move a heart of stone. Even 
there her old companions called to have her 
pray with them. Just before she died she turned 
to Mrs. Whittemore and said: 

“Now I am going to die, and I shall be able 
to repay you for all you have done for me. I 
shall not leave you, but shall ask God to let me 
slways be your guardian angel, and I will keep 
on going around with you among the poor peo- 
ple in the slums.” 

It was “Blue Bird’s” last request that her 
funeral! services should not be made an oceasion 
of mourning, but rather of rejoicing; that she 
should be buried in a white dress and in a white 
casket. She asked, too, that a pink rose should 
be placed in her hand when she was dead. Alse, 
she asked that her body might be taken in its 
casket down to Mulberry Bend, that her old 
friends might see her once more. 

All of her requests were carried out. The 
good women and the few men whose hearts are 
with such work as that carried en at the Door 
of Hepe fonnd no emblem of mourning when 
they went to‘‘ Blue Bird's” funeral. A white 
silk ribbon and a loose atring of roses took the 

lace of the customary crape on the door Dell. 

t was & strange company thatmetthere. There 
wore women of fashion and of wealth, and there 
were women now earning humbie livinge who 
had been, as “Biue Bird” was, down in Mul- 
berry Bend. As for floral tributes, there were 
scores of them made of the choleest flowers. 
One humbf bunch of red roses was laid on the 
casket just over the plate which told that 
Delia Longhlin had died on Nov. 13 at the age 
of twenty-four years. A rough fellow rang the 
door of the heuse on Monday night and handed 
the flowers to the matron, with the request that 
they be given a place around ‘Blue Bird’s” 
coffin. 

In the hand of the dead girl, as she had re- 
quested, was placed a pink rose, and around 
her neck was.a gold chain, from which hung a 
little amchor bearing the letters “P. B. F.,” 
which means Past, Buried, Forgotten, the 
motte of a little society for reformed women 
run in connection with the Door of Hove. On 
the white cover of the organ wea the inscrip- 
tion ‘Chosen aud Sealed,” words which the 
girl used in referring to the close of her life. 

The funeral services were very simple and 
very touching. ‘‘Atthe Cross” was sung, and 
the Rev. Dr. Simpson offered prayer and read a 
selection from Revelation. He then spoke of 
the power that the girl’s life had been for good 
during its closing years and of the power of ite 
example for g in the years to come. Mrs. 
Whittemore told the story of ‘‘Blue Bird’s” 
life and conversion. Thenthe Rey. Dr. Kittredge 
offered a Sonn peaver and the company sang 
**Noarer, My God, to Thee.” 

In accordance with her request, the body of 
Deiia Loughlin was taken last night to Grace 
Chapel in Mulberry Bend to give her old asso- 
ciates a chance to have a last look at her face. 
The crowd that filled the chapel was character- 
istic of the quarter, but en account of the rain 
was not solargeas had been expected. The 
chapel will be open again this morning between 
10 and 11 s0 as to give a further opportunity 
for her dying wish to be gratified,

GIFT OF; FOUR GENTLEMEN TO UNION 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


An interesting phase in the Briggs controver- 
sy came. to the surface yesterday, when the fol- 
lowing letter was given out for publication by 
the authorities of Union Theological Seminary: 

NEW-YORK, Nov. 11, 1892. 
Charles Butler, Esg., President of the Board of Dt-. 
rectors of the Unton Theological Seminary, City: 

DEAR BIR: Inasmuch as the Union Theological 
Seminary has resumed the position intended by its 
founders, its charter, and its constitution, we desire 
to express our hearty approval of the principle of ite 
management by its own Board of Direcwrs, and also 
our contidence that ite affairs will be 80 administered 
as best to promote the spiritual lite and growth of 
its students, and of the Presbyterian Church, of 
which we are members. Therefore, in order that the 
seminary may be placed on a sound fivancial basis 
by a substantial addition to its general fund ana by 
the completion of the endowments of its professor- 
ship funds, we take great pleasure in presenting to 
you, without conditions, thé sum of $175,000. 

We remain, John Crosby Brown, W. E. Dodge, D. 
Willis James, Morris K. Jesup. 

The information that the gentlemen making 
this generous gift intended to endow the semi- 
nary with the sum mentioned was formally 
imparted to the Board of Directors at their reg- 
ular meeting on Nov. 8, twenty-six days after 
the seminary had been withdrawn from the 
control of the General Assembly. Atthe time 
this action was taken, none of the Directors had 
any idea of ithe proposed gift. The fund is to 
be employed to complete the endowment of the 
seven professorships In the seminary, giving a 
permanent fund of $700,000 for their support. 





FATHER CORRIGAN’S ATTACKS. 


BISHOP WIGGER SAYS HE REGARD3 HIM 
AS A CRANK. 


The Rev. Father Corrigan of the Catholio 
Church of Our Lady of Grace in Hoboken has 
been mightily stirred up oflate over the ques- 
tion of Cahenslyism, and he has recently pub- 
lished several letters attacking the attempts, as 
he views it, of the German Catholics to German- 
ize the Catholic Church. 

In some of his letters the fact that Bishop 


Wigger of the Newark Catholic Diocese is a 
German has been a topic. 

A day or two ago he panes a letter review- 
ing the local aspects of the question in the form 
of a fable, in which some of the dignitaries of 
the Catholic Church in New-Jersey and else- 
where were represented under a thin disguise of 
names. 

When Bishop Wigger was approached for hia 
views concerning Father Corrigan’s attacks, the 
Bishop answered that he regards the Hoboken 
priest as acrank. When asked whether the let- 
ters would be made the basis of ecclesiastical 
action, the Bishop declined to answer. 

Rumors prevailed yesterday in Jersey City 
that Bishop Wigger has had Father Corrigan 
summened before the conference of Archbish- 
ops to be held in New-York to-day. When Fa- 
ther Corrigan was asked about the rumor yes- 
terday he deolined to talk.

The Executive Council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor yesterday sent out an appeal 
to workingmen and to American oitizens at 
large in behalf of the Homestead strikers who 
have been indicted on various charges of vio- 
lence. The appeai is signed by Samuel Gompers, 
President, and by P. J. MoGuire, Christopher 
Evans, John BE, Lennon, and William A. Carney, 


members of the Exeoutive Couneil, and is 
countersigned by M. . Garland and other 
members of the Advisory Board of the Home- 
stead strikers. 

It says that since July last over 4,000 men 
have been locked out by a corporation which 
has grown Sacionty rich. and intolerant at the 
expense of the workingmen and the people, and 
which has tried to reduce its already underpaid 
workmen and to destroy the only means by 
which they could defend themselves; that when 
the men reajeted the reduction the company 
brought am armed body that “sailed under no 
fiag’”’ and owed no allegiance to any authority, 
and that the pirates were resisted by the men 
of Homestead. “ Who,” the appeal inquires, 
‘“‘among the Ameriean people would be so lost 
- manhood that they would not do just as the 

omestead mon dia?”

70 AVOID COLLISIONS AT SEA. 


INVESTIGATION OF THE VISIBILITY OF 
WHITE, RED, AND GREEN LIGHTS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—When the Interna- 
tional Marine Conference recommended a sys- 
tem of lights on vessels as the preventive of 
collisions at sea there became necessary the ex- 
amination of the power and intensity of lights 
and the solution of the problem what was the 
least candle power at which lights of various 
colors could be clearly seen at definite dis- 
tances. Certain rules were laid down by which 
vessels under way or atanchor would display 
certain prearranged “ visible” lights. The mat- 
ter of deciding just what visibility meant was 


left tothe Lighthouse Board of the Treasury 
Department, and acommittee of experts was 
selected to conduct experiments. 
‘A uniform method of signaling on ships is 
‘quite important. It is found that there should be 
one standard by which the ht issuing from a 
lantern should be measured, the colors being 
distinct. Up to the time the International Ma- 
rine Conference settled in its mind the value of 
asystem of signaling there had been no official 
determination of the power and intensity of 
lights so that the experts had an untraversed 
field before them. 

The experiments which were to determine 
what was best for use by the merchant marine 
as anchor and running lights were conducted at 
the Long Beach Bar Light Station, New-York. 
Three lanterns, fitted for red, white, and green 
lights, respectively, were placedon shore, and 
observations were made of them from distances 
of one, two, three, four, and five miles from the 
land. Each lantern was provided with a de- 
vice which permitted the variation of candle 
power from 1 to 43. The experiments were 
considered satisfactory except that the light 
from the lighthouse interfered somewhat with 
the resulte. In these experiments the white 
light was most satisfactory. 

On the first night’s observation the weather 
was clear and very favorable for seeing lights. 
At one mile the red light at 1.15 candle power 
was not visible, the green light at 1.04 was not 
visible, while the white light at 1 candle power 
was clearly visible. At the same distance the 
red light at 1.45 candle power and the green 
light at 1.36 candle power were still invisible; 
the red light at 2.20 was barely visible; the 
greon light at 2.10 was very faint; the red 
light at 3.20 was fairly visible; the green light 
- 3,20 was brighter, but not sufficiently dis- 
tinct. 

At two miles the red light at 3.30 candle pow- 
er could not be seen, and was barely visible 
when the candle power was increased at that 
distance to 5.75. Attwo miles the green light, 
at 4 candle power, was invisible, and could be 
indistinctly seen when the candle power was in- 
creased to 10.50, The red and green lights, at 
17.15, at two miles’ distance, were visible, but 
not distinct incolor, aud when the candle power 
was increased to 23.20 the lights were not fully 
distinct. At two miles, with a candle power of 
29, the red and green lights were distinct, while 
the white light, at 3 candle power, from the 
same point of observation, was clearly distinct. 

At four miles the red light at 34 caudle power, 
the green light at 42, and tho white light at 10 
were easily distinguishable through glasses, 
but invisible to the naked eye. 

At five miles the white licht at 29 candle 
power was faintly visible, at 33 clearly visible, 
and at 43 distinct. 

On the second night's observation the weather 
was cloudy, witha few patches only of olear 
sky and po moonlight. At one mile the red 
light, at 1.45 oandle power. was indis- 
tinetly visible, while the green light re- 
quired 2.10 candle power to become faintly 
visible, and the white light required only 1.04 
candle power to be seen satisfactorily. At 
two miles the red light was barely discern- 
ible at 5.75 candle power, and the green light 
indistinctly visible at 10.50, and 42.40 was the 
least power fora clear color. The red light was 
distinct enough at two miles ata candle power 
of 23.60, the white light at three miles was dis- 
tinct at 3.20, at four miles at 5.60 candle power, 
at five miles at 17.50 candle power. 

The experts found that the problem of deter- 
mining the least candle power at which colored 
lights could be seen at definite distances is not 
capable of a rigorous solution. In the first 
place, the eyesight of different observers varies, 
und the lightofa certain candle power would 

e clearly visible toone while it would be in- 

istinct to another, and might be invisible toa 
third. Then, too, the nature of the atmosphere, 
dry or humid, dusty or clean, would have a con- 
siderable influence on the range of visibility of 
the lights, although the night of observation 
Was apparently olear. In the case of colored 
lights, red or green, the amount of absorption 
would increase with the density of the color of 
the glass, and this would also cause much varia- 
tion in the range of visibility with lights of the 
same candle power behind it. 

These conditions had to be taken into con- 
sideration in determining minimum candle 
power, and care had to be taken in the decision 
that a proper margin of safety was allowed. 
The results justify the recommendation that a 
white light of one candle power could be used 
for one-mile distances, of two candle power for 
two-mile distance s, and thirty candle power for 
five-mile distances. It was evident that less 
than one wer of candle could be seen one 
mile; still it was thought hardly worth while to 
use a power less than one candle. The red 
light at one mile should have four candle power 
and at two miles forty candle power, and the 
same candle power was recommended for the 
green light. 

Colored glass absorbs 97 per cent. of the light. 
This makes it difficult to compare white with 
colored lights, and there would probably be dif- 
ferent results in the observations by different 
men. There is a decrease of the og of 
loss as the intensity of the light increases, 
and this ciroumstance is probably due to the 
fact that with the lower candle power the 
brightest part of the flame is used, while with 
the higher power the upper and lower parts of 
the flame come into view, and these parts con- 
tain more red and green rays. 





TRACING FRAUDS IN KANSAS.CITY. 


DISFRANCHISEMENT OF VOTERS BY THE 
RECORDER IS CHARGED. 


Kansas City, Nov. 15.—The wholesale dis- 
franchisement of voters in this city on election 
day by the Recorder of Voters has resulted in a 
combination of both parties toward ferreting 
out palpable election frauds. The Republican 
Committesc and the Citizens’ Committee, com- 
posed of both parties, have called on District 
Attorney Neal to present the matter to the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury, now in session. 

More than 400 affidavits have been secured by 
the Congressional Committee in addition to the 
larger number taken by the County Committee. 
All these will be presented to the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, while the United States Attorney Gen- 
eral will be asked to take cognizance of a num- 
ber of cases in which the evidence is now ready 
to present. 

One of the documents which is ready to file 
with the Federal Grand Jury isa list of thirty- 
six deputies appeinted by order Owsley to 

li the gee and upon whose evidence the 

oard of Revision struck off names. Itis pro- 
posed to begin with the disfranchised voters 
and to trace each name to the point where it 
was dropped from the precinct poll books, then 
to ascertain whether the Reoomder, a clerk, or 
deputy is responsible, and in this way definitely 
to determine where the blame shall rest. 





The New-Haven Smallpox Scare, 

New-Haven, Nov. 15.—Three more cases of 
@mallpox, orrather varioloid, occurred at the 
New-Haven Hospital to-day, one of the patients 
being Dr. Flagg, the house physician. Dr. 
Flagg has been isolated for some days. His 
attack is a very light one, and he will probably 
not be removed from the hospital. The two 
other patients were removed to the pest hos- 
pital to join the three previously én there 
from the New-Haven Hospital, all of whom 
contracted the disease from Pratt, who was 
first discovered to have the contagion at the 
hospital. All the patients are doing well. 

Three other inmates of the hospital are under 
surveillance, but it is hoped that the pest has 
about ran its course. The quarantine at the 
hospital has been strengthened 7 a cordon of 
police, and no one is allowed to leave or to en- 
ter the grounds.

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DUE TO POOR GENERALSHIP 
CAUSES ‘OF PRINCETON’S RECENT 
DEFEAT AT FOOTBALL 


THE UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA’S 
VICTORY NO BAR TO THE USUAL 
YALE-PRINCETON GAME ON THANKES- 
GIVING DAY, 1893—GRADUATES TO 
BLAME FOR THE TIGERS’ POOR WORK. 


Those football experts who quote the rules of the 
Intercollegiate Football Association to show thata 
Princeton defeat Nov. 24 means the crowding out of 


year are evidently unfamiliar with college football. 
Because Section 2, Article IV., of the constitution 
of the association says that “the two leading col- 
leges of the preceding year shall play in or near 
New-York,” itis taken for granted that Princeton is 
doomed. 

It is true that there scems to be an implied under- 
standing that the championship game of the series 
shall be played in New-York on Thanksgiving Day, 
but there is really no means of telling which game of 
the series will decide the championship except by 
drawing uncertain comparisons, based on football 
prestige, and there is surely no clause of the consti- 
tation of the Intercollegiate Football Association, or 
no rule whatever, that fixes any date for any game 
of the series. 

The football championship is decided by the great- 
est number of games won and not by theresult of 
the Thanksgiving Day mutch. Yale and Princeton 


merely play in New-York Thanksgiving Day be- 
cause they have done so for years, and it is always 
understood by the colleges in the association that, 
no matter how the schedule of games may De ar- 
ranged otherwise, Yale and Princeton have Thanks- 
giving Day for their fixture. The schedule is made 
up by the colleges and not by any written law. 

It is doubtful whether bonusylvania will even 
make an effort to shut out Princeton. Yale knows 
that Princeton refused to enter ito an agreement 
with Harvard, mainly because Harvard tried to get 
& Princeton game Thanksgiving Day, and itis not 
likely that Yale will consent to change the date of 
her Princeton pi. This being the case, if Penn- 
sylvania should try to dictate to Yale and Princeton, 
she would run the risk of finding her relations with 
both colleges decidedly strained. As the association 
stands to-day, Yale and Princeton are really the only 
colleges in its membership that are entitled to fa- 
vors. Cornell has a better right to membership than 
Wesleyan, if playing abuity decides eligibility, and 
both Cornell and Pennsylvania are below the stand- 
ard of Yale and Princeton, and always have been 80. 
Pennsylvania has a good team this year, as teams 

o outside of Yale, Princeton, and Harvard, 

ut the success of the Pennsylvania team is due to 
Yale coaching anda Princeton generalship that is 
poorer thie year than in any team for years. Penn- 
sylvania had no right, judging by her knowledge of 
the game, to defeat Princeton, and if it were not for 
the shortsightedness of the Princeton playors 
Prinoeton would not have been beaten. 

One has only to talk with some of the men who 
have tried to coach Princeton this year to learn the 
true state of affairs. |\Capt. King seoms to know more 
about football than any man in America, and as a 
result Princeton isin her present position. King is 
in himself a good player, but it is significant that 
effective coaching has been impossible. Ifthe state 
of affairs that have existed at Princeton this year 
were by any force of circumstances at Yale, the Yale 
graduates would give the players such a lesson in 
discipline as wonld be long remembered. 

It is indeed remarkable that Princeton men should 
have allowed their team tu meet Pennsylvania fully 
xpos, @ comparatively easy victory. The fact 
that the Princeton players did expect this shows 
how weak Princeton is this year. A team should 
never go into what promises to be a good came with- 
out taking every precaution that would be taken in 
a finai championship struggle, and there is every 
reason for extra preparation when fovtball has been 
deteriorating at the college as it has been at 
Princeton for two years. The game has beon 
practically deteriorating at Princeton because 
it has made no advance In the science of 
play Princeton is where she was three years 
ago, and she is the worse off for not having been able 
to teach her men all that she really knows. Actual 
football knowledge does not ripen inthe undergrad- 
uate. The men on the team learn how to make 
plays, but the calculation and science which round 
off a team{and make it ready to meet an opponentare 
furnished by the man out of college, who can better 
judge the game than the Captain or any player. 

arvard is coming tothe front. She islearning of 
Yale, and although Yale is head and shoulders above 
all her competitors in the science of football, having 
carried the game further toward perfection in recent 
years than all her opponents combined, Harvard 
ought to make a good fight at Springfield next Sat- 
urday and hold Yale down to a small score. Harvard 
has a wealth of material, has improved in the last 
week, and if she does not fumble the ball she ought 
to make Yale work very hard to score in the second 
half. During the first half anything is liable to hap- 
to Harvard when Yale begins her brill- 
lant work, but by the second half Har. 
vard will have found her own strength Of 
course everybody thinks Yale will win, but the 
trath is Harvard always plays her best game against 
the blue. She has poe men on her team 
who held Yale’s score down last year, and who took 
part in the Harvard victory of two years ago, and 
everything consequently points to a hard struggle 
from etart to finish. Harvard has the advantage of 
muscle, while Yale has the advantage of brain. 

If Princeton students would place more respon. 
sibility upon the graduates of that college, and rely 
more upon the advice of older men, football there 
would advance rather than remain at a standstill.

SOUTHERN RAILROAD MEN. 


THE PRESIDENTS WILL CONSTITUTE 
THEIR EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


The Sonthern railroad and steamship owners re- 
sumed their sessions at the Fifth Avenue Hotel yes- 
terday with Mr. H. B. Plantinthe chair. The com- 
mittee which was appointed on the preceding day to 
devise a plan for the promotion of harmony and good 
fuithamong the Southern railroads was ready with 
its report soon after 10 o’clock. The committee con- 
sisted of John M. Robinson, President of the Sea- 
board Air Line; Stuyvesant Fish, President of the 
Illinois Central; Col. C. H. Phinizy, President of the 
Georgia, Atlanta and West Point Road; W. P. Clyde 
of the Richmond aud Danville; Col. H.S. Haines, 
Vice President of the Plant system, and Milton H, 
Smith, President of the Louisville and Nashville. 

‘Lhis committee recommended that the Execative 
Committee of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association shall be so reorganized as to consist of 
the Presidents of the several railroads instead of one 
representative, of undesiguated rank, from each 
road. Upon receiving the report of the special com- 
mittee the conference of Presidents resolved itself 
into a meeting of the Southern Railway and Steam. 
ship Association and adopted the report. The 
change thus made in the character of the Executive 
Board is regarded as an advantageous one by all of 
the members of the association. Heretofore the 
work of the Executive Board has been done by the 
trailic managers, who also comprise the Kate Com- 
mittee. Frequently they have been called upon as 
the Executive Board to pass upon their actions as 
rate committee. The fact that the Presidents will 
compose the Exeoutive Board will give that body 
greater power and intluence and enable it to settle 
questions which the traffic managers could not settle. 

The change will go into effect Jan. 1.

Fuller of the Chesapeake and Ohio. 

A communication was received from F. B. Thur- 
ber, John Olatiin, and Oscar 8. Straus, a special 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce,jasking that 
the trunk line railroad managers take into considera- 
tion the following points in making their decision 
on the subject of World’s Fair rates: First, make 
the rate as low as it possibly can be made and still 
afford a fair remuneration to the railroads; second, 
issne tickets that will enable visitors to the fair to 
wisit New- York or return home via New- York at the 
reduced rate; third, the time for which the tickets 
will bo made good should be sufficiently long to allow 
residents of the Pacitic coast to visit the fair and 
come to New-York if they desire, certainly not leas 
than thirty days; fourth, organize excursion trains 
for the benefit of working classes and other persons 
of limited means at a rate lower even than the regu- 
lar reduced rate. 

Mr. Thurber and Mr. Claflin of the committee ap- 
peared in person before the railroad managers. Mr, 
Henry Villard appeared in place of Mr. Straus, who 
was unable to be present The matter was dis- 
cussed at length, and the merchants received assur.

THE RAPID-TRANSIT PLANS. 

The Rapid-Transit Commissioners . an- 
nounce that the franchise for the construc- 
tion and operation of rapid-transit rail- 
roads upon the routes heretofore decided 
upon and in accordance with the plans and 
specifications now submitted for inspection 
will be offered for sale in the rotunda of the 
City Hall on the 29th of December. All 
the terms and conditions of the sale are 
specified, as well as the requirements of 
the work to be done, and ample matcrial 


is furnished for estimates of the ox- 
pense to be incurred. The sale of 
the franchiso is to be practically 


in perpetuity, being for a term of 999 
yoars. The purchasers are required to 
make a deposit of $1,000,000 as a guaran- 
tee of compliance with the terms of the 
sale, and to give a bond for $2,000,000 as 
security against property damages and for 
restoring the strects in good condition. 
The company to be formed must have a 
capital of $50,000,000, and may be author- 
ized to incur a bonded indebtedness up to 
the maximum limit of $50,000,000, which 
affords an opportunity of raising capital to 
the amount of $100,000,000 if necessary. 

The routes of the proposed roads and the 
goneral plan of construction have already 
been made familiar to the public. The 
specifications furnish details respecting the 
methods of constructing the tunnels and 
viaduct sections, the materials to be used, 
&c. The company which undertakes the 
work may make modifications in the plans, 
with the approval of the Commissioners, 
which will relieve it from cast-iron require- 
ments that might be found impracticable 
or too exacting, but it will be constantly 
subject to the supervision and the authority 
of the Commissioners. Construction must 
begin within four months after the sale of 
the franchise. The portion of the road be- 
tween the City Hall and Fourteenth Street 
must be completed within two years, those 
portions below the City Hall and between 
Fourteenth Street and Fifty-ninth Street 
on Broadway and between Fourteenth and 
Forty-third Streets on the east side branch 
within three years, that between Fifty- 
ninth Street and the Harlem River within 
four years, and the whole line tothe city 
boundary at Yonkers within five years. 
The Commissioners reserve the power to 
extend these times if they deem it for the 
best intorests of the city, but failure to 
comply with the requirements will work a 
forfeiture of the franchise and of the prop- 
erty acquired or constructed. 

Eyery precaution seems to be taken to 
prevent, so far as possible, interference 
with surface traffic and obstruction of the 
streets while the work of construction is 
going on. Below Beaver Street and at and 
near Canal Street, and at such other places 
as the Commissioners may find it expedient, 
excavations from the surface will be per- 
mitted in constructing the tunnels, but 
temporary means of passage over and along 
the streots will have to be provided. Pro- 
vision is made for the removal of material 
excavated and the restoration of street 
surfaces and pavements with all prompti- 
tude under the supervision of the Commis- 
sioners. Exact requirements are laid down 
as to materials, quality of work, &c., and 
the supervision and authority of the Com- 
missioners is to be continuously effective. 
Detailed requirements are given as to sta- 
tions and trains, which must be properly 
heated and lighted and equipped for the 
comfort of passengers. Where the descent 
to station platforms exceeds twenty feet, 
“lifts,” or elevators, must be provided. 
There is no specific requirement of elec- 
tricity for the motive power, but it must 
be some fagm that does not require com- 
bustion in the tunnels, and the motors 
must be capable of propelling trains of 
eight cars at a speed of forty miles an 
hour. The company will have the right to 
carry freight as well as passengers, and 
may be required to carry the mails, and 
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the rates to be charged are prescribed, the 
fares for passengers not to exceed 5 cents 
on any part of the lines. 

The Commissioners and their engineers 
appear to have done their work faithfully 
and well, and to have prepared the way for 
a system of rapid transit such as the city 
greatly needs. Its only defect is the lack 
of an east side line beyond the Grand 
Central Station, but this may not be ur- 
gently needed for some years to come, and 
when the system is once in operation it 
will be possible to make such extensions as 
may be found necessary. The problem 
now is one for capitalists and financiers to 
solve. They will have six weeks in which 
to work upon it before the franchise is 
offered for competition, and they ought to 
be able to determine in that time whether 
an opportunity is offered for a profitable 
investment. Upon their decision depends 
the fate of rapid transit for the City of 
New-York. Nearly two years’ work has 
been put upon the preparation which cul- 
minates in the offer of the franchise, and 
that work has been well done. There is no 
probability that it will be done over or 
that it can be done better. If the year 
1893 sees the beginning of the construction 
of this system, it will mark anew era in the 
development and prosperity of the city, 
and we are convinced that the company 
that undertakes this work will share large- 
ly in the future prosperity of New-York. 








THE SENATORSHIP AND ‘THE STATE. 

There are several aspects in which the 
choice of a Democratic Senator from New- 
York can be viewed in which there is some 
danger that the persons upon whom that 
choice will fall may neglect to view it,-and 
which we therefore take the liberty - of 
bringing to their attention. 

Even those persons who committed them- 
selves at Chicago to the proposition that 
Mr. CLEVELAND could not carry the State 
of New-York because he could not receive 
the support of the Democratic masses— 
nay, especially those persons—must be pre- 
pared to admit that he received the votes 
of many thousands of voters who do not 
call themselves Democrats but who are 
now halting between the two parties. 
They are ‘‘Cleveland men,” these voters, 
but if you ask them whether they will sup- 
port the Democratic Party, they will an- 
swer you that that depends upon what the 
Democratic Party proposes to do. If it pro- 
poses to be represented in any office by the 
man among the supporters of CLEVELAND 
who is most conspicuously fit for that office, 
then they are Democrats to the extent of 
supporting such a candidate. Just now it. 
is @ question with them of whom the 
Democrats propose to chooso for Senator. 
If the politicians whose prognostications 
have turned out to beso dismally and so 
wildly incorrect propose to take advan- 
tage of the victory that they said would be 
a defeat to put into the Senate one of their 
own kind, then the independent voters will 
have an authentic assurance of the kind of 
man the Democrats of New-York dolight to 
honor, and will govern themselves accord- 
ingly. That is a consideration for the 
practical politicians who are thinking of 
bestowing the Senatorship upon one of 
their own number. 

The Senatorship is eminently a question 
upon which itis proper to invoke the senti- 
ment of State pride, because the usefulness 
of a Senator depends upon his influence in 
the Senate, and that in turn depends upon 
his personal qualities. The State of New- 
York ought to be represented—and if it is 
to have its due weight in the upper house 
of Congress must be represented—by some- 
body who is capable of speaking for it. 

What New-York needs in the Senate 
is somebody who can set forth with 
intelligence and authority the interests 
and the wishes of his State, and can 
take his place with the leaders of that 
body and meet them in debate upon equal 
torms. To say thisis to say that among 
the candidates thus far named Mr, Cari 
ScnuRz is the only one whose name de- 
serves the least consideration. 

It is only necessary to recall the recent 
history of the Senate to see how greatly a 
State gains in influence and really in polit- 
ical power from being represented in that 
body by an able and well-equipped de- 
bater. There were years together when 
such small States as Delaware and Ver- 
mont exerted in the Senate far more than 
the influence to which their population and 
their wealth entitled them, simply because 
the one was represented by Mr. Bayarp 
and the other by Mr. EpmMuNps. Each of 
these Senators was a decided partisan, 
and each of them was worth ten times as 
much to his party as if he had been a 
hack politician and had confined his Sena- 
torial labors to *“‘ voting straight.” The 
question before the Democratic leaders is 
 whother they shall suffer New-York to be 
misrepresented or unrepresented in the 
Senate by aman whose only qualification 
is the Democracy which he shareg with 
some hundreds of thousands of his fellow- 
citizens, or whether they shall insist that 
it be represented by a man of peculiar and 
exceptional qualifications. 





LABOk COST AND THE TARIFF. 


The inexcusable ignorance of some of 
our Republican contemporaries is shown 
by their comments upon the following 
paragraph from an editorial article pub- 
lished in THr Times of the 11th inst. : 

“ Undoubtedly the distinctive features of the 
revision to be accomplished by that Congress 
{the Fifty-third] will be the removal of the ex- 
isting duties on many raw materials and a very 
considerable reduction of the duties upon the 
goods in the manufacture of which these raw 
materials are used. In determining the duties 
to be imposed on these goods the party of re- 
vision will not, as a rule, we think, go beyond 
the limits marked by the Minneapolis platform 
of the Republican Party. That platform de- 
olared that the duties ‘should be equal to the 
difference between wages here and abroad.’ 
By the side of a bill constructed in accordance 
with that doctrine the Democratic Mills bill 
would loom up like a product of McKinleyism.” 


This reference to the Minneapolis plat- 
form has been taken up with great hilarity 
by the Chicago Inter Occan, the Newark 
Advertiser, and the Utica Herald. These 
journals profess to see in it a surrender of 
the tariff-reform policy and an acceptance 
of the policy of McKinleyism. ‘‘It is to be 
Republican policy carried out by Demo- 





cratic agents,” cries the Inter Ocean, 
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“Democratic servants in Demooratio liv- | en. ah 
citements to murder and riot so long as. 


eries obeying the imperious spirit of Re- 
publicanism.” In this strain our contempo- 
rary in Chicago fills two-thirds of a column, 
and the other journals we have mentioned 
sing the same tune. But not one of them 
publishes the last sentence of the para- 
graph we have quoted. 

These journals do not know that no party 
ever put in its platform an utterance more 
at variance with its practice, and there- 
fore more dishonest and fraudulent, than 
this. As we have said, by the side of a 
tariff bill constructed in accordance with 
the doctrine that the duties should be 
“equal to the difference in wages here and 
abroad,” or, in other. words, equal to the 
difference in the actual labor cost of the 
goods, the “ Democratic Mills bill” of 1888, 
or any other general tariff bill proposed 
heretofore by the Democratic Party, would 
“loom up like a product of McKinleyism.” 

These organs have yet to learn what the 
actual difference in labor cost is as deter- 
mined by Federal officers of their own 
political faith, or as admitted by the 
leading newspapers of their party. 
Here is one example, which in vain 
we urged them to discuss in the re- 
cent campaign. Commissioner WRIGHT, 
their own agent, reported, as the result 
of a long and thorough investigation, that 
the labor cost of steel rails per ton in this 
country—every step and process being in- 
cluded, from the mining of the ore and 
limestone and coal—exceeded the labor 
cost of a ton of steel rails in Great Britain 
by only $3.78. Now look at the duty. It 
is $13.44, or three and one-half times “ the 
difference.” 

But inthe Democratic Mills bill—a “‘ free- 
trade bill,” our high-tariff friends: called it 
—the duty was fixed at $11 per ton, or 
about three times the difference in labor 
cost. We do not think that the duty in the 
bill to be passed by the Fifty-third Con- 
gress will fall below $3.78, and we have 
said so. But that would be the duty now 
if the Republicans had made the McKinley 
tariff in accordance with the doctrine set 
forth in the Minneapolis platform. They 
did make the duty $13.44 in order that tho 
manufacturers, in unlawful combination, 
might put the excess in their pockets. 

We invite the attention of our high-taritff 
friends to the calculations by which Mr. 
WHITELAW Rurp’s paper, the New-York 
Tribune, a prominent advocate of McKin- 
leyism, has demonstrated that the present 
duty of one-half of 1 cent per pound on 
refined sugar is twenty-five times the act- 
ual difference in labor cost, or ‘‘the differ- 
ence in wages here and abroad.” The re- 
moval of twenty-four twenty-fifths of that 
duty would still leave an impost high 
enough to satisfy the demands of the de- 
ceptive and fraudulent Minneapolis plat- 
form. 


The present tariff contains hundreds of 
duties that are from three to twenty-five 
times the difference in labor cost., It con- 
tains many duties that excecd 100 per 
cent. A duty of this magnitude exceeds 
the entire value of the goods. Much more 
does it exceed the entire labor cost. Very 
much more does it exceed the difference in 
labor cost. But the Republicans would 
have had the people believe that the Mc- 
Kinley tariff was framed in accordance 
with the doctrine of the Minneapolis plat- 
form! 

We say again that we donot think the 
party of revision will go beyond the limits 
marked by that doctrine which the Re- 
publicans falsely and fraudulently pro- 
fessed to accept and uphold. A reduction 
of existing duties until they should be 
equal to the difference in labor cost 
would sweep some of the present 
duties away altogether, and would leave 
a great many of them very far below 
the level of the Mills bill. The declaration 
in the Minneapolis platform was inserted 
by men who know this, and who sought to 
fool the people. At the same time they 
caught a considerable number of our high- 
tariff contemporaries. In all friendliness 
we advise the Inter Ocean, tho Newark Ad- 
vertiser, and the Utica Herald to make an 
honest inquiry about the effect of an appli- 
cation of this doctrine to the schedules of a 
tariff law. 





THE ANARCHISTS IN FRANCE. 

It is not at all to be wondored at that the 
apathy of the French Ministry in the pres- 
ence of the recent outbreaks of Anarchism 
should have provoked a very general, re- 
sentment. A like apathy on the part of 
the authorities of any State,of the Union 
in like circumstances would have prowoked 
a general resentment here, and our ways of 
looking at such things are very different 
from French ways. The right of aman to 
say and print what he likes is much more 


strongly maintained here than _ in 
France, where, as compared with the 
United States, “the individual with- 


ers” and society is more and more. 
It has always been customary in France, 
no matter what the form of government, 
to mark strictly and to prosecute all public 
utterances that seem likely to threaten 
public order. In England and in this 
country the uso of “ seditious language ” 
has not been a serious offense, nor has it 
often been prosecuted in the interest,of the 
public, unless some actual and overt 
disturbance of the poace has occurred 
in consequence of it. This vory 
business of Anarchism, furnishes an 
example of our long-suffering. JON 
Most used to go about the country 
frothing at the mouth, and calling for the 
extermination of capitalists. Nobody took | 
him seriously, not even the police, whom 
he defied to arrest him, and his speeches 
were received with a contemptuous toler- 
ance until after they had borne practical 
fruit in the Haymarket massacre. Then it 
was established that a misanthropic mani- 
ac might be a serious public nuisance, and 
Most was arrested, tried, convicted, at 
tenced, and punished, with the assent and 
to the satisfaction of all decent persons 
and good citizens, for saying no more than 
he had repeatedly said with impunity be- 
fore. The difference was that in the inter- 
val his precepts had been reduced to prac- 
tice. 

A representative Frenchman would havet 
approved of the final punishment of Most, 


but he would have disapproved of the- 





these incitements were not successful. 
Now, the situation in France at present is 
analogous to the situation in this,country 
after the Haymarket massacre. The ex~ 
plosion in Paris last week was a crime of 
the same cruel and cowardly-and detest- 
able nature as the explosion in Chi- 
cago. Yet that atrocity has been praised, 
and the repetition of it commended 
to the working people of France, 
at meetings of which the police has 
taken no notice, but which were so far 
public that the newspapers had no diffi- 
culty in finding them and m repeating 
what was said at them, It seems safe to 
gay that in this country, where freedom of 
speech is held far more sacred than in 
France, such a thing could not have oc- 
curred withont the prompt arrest and ar- 
raignment of the incendiary orators, or else 
that there would have been a general and 
effective expression of public indignation 
at the police which had failed to disperse 
the meetings and arrest the orators. The 
responsibility even of a State Government 
for the action or inaction of the local police 
would be very vague, while no responsibili- 
ty whatever for it could be brought home 
to the National Government. In France, 
on the other hand, the police is under the 
direction of a Prefect who is merely an 
agent and representative of the central 
Government, which is technically respon- 
sible, and, after it has had notice, is actual- 
ly responsible for whatever is done or 
omftted by the police. 

In the present case the responsibility is 
actual as well as technical, and it is not 
easy to understand why it should have 
been shirked. It may be an actual coward- 
ice in the face of what threatens to be a 
dangerous mob, or it may be a political 
cowardice in the face of the Anarchist 
“vote,” that has inspired the policy of the 
Ministry. Neither of these motives seems 
to be more creditable than the other, A 
Government which does not venture to take 
energetic measures to supportitself against 
the assaults of Anarchy does not deserve 
to exist, and neither does a Government 
that is looking for a modus vivendi with 
men who are avowedly hostile to any Gev- 
ernment. It does not seem, however, that 
there can be much political risk in taking 
proceedings against the Anarchists, since 
the Radicals and Socialists, among whom 
alone their apologists can be sought, are in 
any case the enemies of the Ministry. It 
is, indeed, inconceivable that any faction 
or “group” in the Legislature could have 
been arrayed against the Ministry if that 
body had, from the first outbreak of 
Anarchist violence, devoted itself to 
breaking up the Anarchists. But one can 
readily believe that Frenchmen of all par- 
ties have been so disgusted by the weak- 
ness the Ministers have shown that the 
Ministry is likely to go over at tho first 
assault. It is not without reason, perhaps, 
that the weakness of the ‘Ministry is com- 
monly ascribed to the retirement from it 
of M. Constans. An exhibition in that 
body of the heroic.bravery,that was shown 
by M. BEAUREPAIREin the prosecution of 
RAVACHOL would be-of the greatest value 
to the country.

GEN. DE FAILLY. ‘ 

The Frenoh General Pierre Louis Charles 
Aehille de Failly is dead. He was bornat Rozoy- 
sur-Serre, Department of Aisne, on Jan. 21, 
1810. He entered the military school of St. Cyr 
in 1826, and two years later joined the army, 
where he rose gradually in rank until he be- 
came a General of Brigade in 1854. He dis- 
tinguished himself in the Crimean War, and 
became a General of Division Sept. 22, 1855. 
On his return from the Crimea he was appointed 
an aide de camp of Napoleon III. In the 
war with Italy he commanded a division of the 
corps of Marshal Niel and distinguished him- 
self at Magenta and Solferino. 

Gen. de Failly commanded the expeditionary 
corps sent to Rome in October, 1867, to defend 
the country against the last Garibaldian move- 
ment. In 1868 he became a member of the 


French Senate. On the declaration of war 
against Prassia Gen. de Failly was put in com- 
mand of the Fifth Army Corps. He was sur- 
prised and defeated near Beaumont Aug. 30, 
1870, and was made a prisoner at the battle of 
Sedan on Sept. 2. After a short detention in 
Germany he returned to France, and on the 
declaration of peace was placed on tho detached 
list of the army.

Mr. Butler 
was born at Hartford, Conn., and grew up among 
the hills of his native State. Whena ound man he 
came to New-York and became oa clerk in a dry 
goods house in Pine Street, near Pearl, that being 
the wholesale dry goods district at that period. Sub- 
sequently he became a momber of the dry goods job- 
bing house of Brokaw, Butler & Co. hile yet a 
young man he sold goods for his employers through 
the West, traveling Oy stage and on horseback and 
through the canals. Tho war destroyed the business 
of Brokaw, Butler & Co,, which was mainly in the 
South. Among the few Southern debtors who paid 
up was ex-Gov. Kellogg of Louisiana. For some 
years Mr. Butler was President of the now defunot 
American Exchange Fire Insurance Company. He 
retired from that place ten years ago. Until Feb- 
ruary last Mr. Butler resided at 135 Gates Avonue, 
Brocklyn. He married Miss Susan M. De Witt of 
Norwich, Conn. She came from a Continental fam- 
ily. Four sons and two daughters are living. The 
funeral will be private, and interment in Green- 
wood Cometery. 

—Edward Purcell, the well-known builder, died of 
heart discase at his home, 138 West Eighty-first 
Street, yesterday morning. He was born in Cork, 
Ireland, in 1836, and camo to this country when 
fourteen years old. He learned the trade of a atone 
cutter, and studied architectural drawing at Cooper 
Inatitute. About eighteen years ago he went into 
the building business with Michael Brennan. Eicht 
years ago tho partmership was dissolved. Mr. Pur- 
cell was a brother-in-law of the. Draddy brothers, 
the sculptors. ife leaves a wife and five children, 
of whom three are boys. Funeral services will be 
held this morning in the Catholic Church of the 
Blessed.

“A SOCIETY CLOWN.” 

Mr. George Grossmith © his first appear- 
ance in this eountry last night at Ohiokering 
Hall, presenting, to the evident delight of a 
large audience which included many persons of 
note, his platform entertainment, in which 
song, narrative, and mimicry are pleasingly 
commingled. Mr. Grossmith dispenses with 
scenery, costumes, and make-up. The platform 
is bare except for a grand piano and a single 
chair. Mr. Grossmith, however, wears the even- 
ing dress of convention. He has a slender, 
boyish figure, but we know from hia droll auto- 


biography called “‘ A Society Clown ” tnat he is 
old enough to remember the funerailof the 
Duke of Wellington. 

George is the elder brother of Weedon Gros- 
smith, the excellent eomedian, whose perferm- 
ance here in “A Pantemime Rehearsal” and 
“The Schoolmistress”’ with Rosina Vokes was 
well remembered, and son of the late George 
Grossmith, a London journalist, and the origl- 
nator, if we are not mistaken, of the kind of en- 
terjainment the present George Gréssmith 
gives. The fame of Mr. Grossmith crossed the 
Atlantic when in the Winter of 1877-8 he aban- 
doned the platform for the theatrical stage to 
take the part of John Wellington Wells in “The 
Sercerer,” by Gilbert and Sullivan. He was 
the original performer also of Sir Joseph 
Porter, K. C. B., in “ Pinafore,” Major Gen- 
eral Stanley in ‘The Pirates of Penzance,”’ Bun- 
thorne in “Patience,” King Gama in “ The 
Princess Ida,” the Lord Chancellor in “ Iolan- 
the,” and Ko-Ko in “The Mikado.” When, at 
length, he retired from the stage, he took up the 
occupation of ‘society clown,” as he terms it, 
holding himself open to engagements to give his 
entertainment in private drawing rooms. When 
not so employed he appears in public halls in 
Lendon and the provinces. 

His entertainment ought to succeed here with 
Chickering Hall audiences, and he will makea 
great deal of money in other oities. He is 
nimble, brisk, and droll. He uses the pianoforte 
as Robert Heller did, and as Richard Mansfield 
(oes in his “‘ parlor entertainment,” making it 
at once hia accomplice and his victim. 

His programme last night comprised graphic 
aketches of character supposedly drawn from 
polite life in London, a brief travesty of theatre 
conventions like Mr. Jerome’s ‘Stage Land,” 
and many amusing songs and recitations. Mr. 
Grossmith composes hig own music, and his 
singing voice resembles in timbre Mr. Dixey’s 
and #% compass Mr. Francis Wilson's. He is as 
English as bitter beer, his personality is pleas- 
ing, and he holds the attention of his audience 
closely. The material he uses is perfeotly 
simple, and, if he avoids subtlety and involved 
satire, he also steers clear, as a general thing, 
of the trying British pun. 

Mr. Grossmith’s manager should hereafter 
have programmes distributed free. lt is well 
enough to have copies of the songs on sale for 
folks who care to buy them, but these in Amer- 
joa should not include the only programmes of 
the entertainment obtainable.

LEADERS GROWL ABOUT THE VOTE IN 
THE sOUTS. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 15.—The convention of 
the National Farmers’ Allianee and the Indus- 
trial Union was called to order by Presidgent H. 
L. Louoks at 11 o’clock this moraing in the hall 
of the Young Men’s Hebrew Association. 

After prayer by the Rey. Dr. Willingham, A. 
L. Mims, President of the Tennessee State Alli- 
ancé, made a weleoming address on behalf of 
the State. Major George B. Steece followed 
with an address of welcome on behalf of the 
county and city. Responses were made by Mr. 
Marion Butler, President of the North Carelina 
State Alliance, and lL bE. Dean of New-York. 
After appointing a Comwittee on Credentials, 
with H. C, Denning of Pennsylvania as Chair- 
man, the convention took a recess until 2 P. M. 

The afternoon session was an executive one 
and only members were present. The report of 
the Committee on Credentials was read and 
adopted. Delegates from thirty-three States 


were reported to be in attendance and seated. 
The order has orgapizations in thirty-six States, 
but no delegates were present from Now-Jersey, 
Delaware, and Oregon. 

The folowing committees were appointed at 
the executive session: Order of Business—I, 
E. Dean of New- York, Chairman; Constitution 
and By-Laws—John H. McDowell of Tennas- 
see, Chairman; Demands and Resolutions—0o, 
H. Ellington, Georgia, Chairman. 

At the session to-night President Loucks read 
his annual address. A tribute was paid in the 
address to the memory of L. L. Polk, the former 
President of the organization. Among other 
things recommended by the President was a 
pledge from new members to vote the demands 
of the Alliance, and which shauld be a teat of 
eligibility to the order. 

Reference was made also to the solid 
South, and the address spoke of members of tho 
organization voting with the blindness of idola- 
try to party against the principles of the order. 
The race prejudice that exists in the South was 
also mentioned, and the results of the Fall eleo- 
tions in Alabama, Arkansas, Flerida, and 
Georgia were cited, with the remark that in 
these contests sectional feelings rose para- 
mount to party obligations. 

“The enfranchising of the slaves of the 
South without educational qualifications,” said 
President Loucks, ‘‘ was a mistake.” 

President Loucks also referred to the fewer 
number of Representatives elected in the Sonth 
as compared with last year, while great gains 
have been made in the West and Northwest 
The reports of the various committees will be 
made to-morrow.

MONEYS APPROPRIATED AT THE BALTI- 
MOKE MEETING. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 15.—The General Missionary 
Committee of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
completed its work to-day and adjourned to 
meetin Minneapolis in 1893. It has appropri 
ated $1,275,000 for mission work, the greatest 
amount in the history of the Church. 

In addition to the apportionments reported in 
the dispatches to Tue TIMEs, the committee al- 
lowed $63,065 for Japan, with an addition of 
$3,600 to send three more families as reinforce- 
ments to thatcountry. The sum of $125,00€ 
was apportioned among the various sections of 
China. Bishop Goodsell said the Chinese mis- 


sions were doing s great deal of good, and 
stated that in the Foo-Chow Mission alone there 
were 6,000 converts. 

Appropriations of $297,000 made by the 
Women’s Foreign Missionary Society were ap- 
proved. Of this amount India gets $100,809; 
genes, $50,459; China, $56,011; Mexico, $29,- 
314; South America, $22,478; Italy, $6,791; 
Malaysia, $6,390; Bulgaria, $5,025. 

The apportionment of the half million and 
more dollarg for domestic missiens took up 
considerable time. The allowances fer Welsh 
work in New-York, Pennsylvania, and Wiscon- 
sin were cut down. There was & generous in- 
crease In the appropriations for Scandinavian 
work, in which is included the work among tho 
Danish, Swedish, and Norwegian classes. The 
total amount for this Is $62,960, including 
$1,000 for New-York jConference, $5,500 for 
New-York East, and $5,500 for New-England. 

There was an increase in the German mis- 
sions, the total appropriations being $52,750, 
nearly all of which goes to the West and the 
Paciti¢ slope. For the French work $7,700 was 
allowed, including $1,600 for New-England. 
For the Spanish mission in New- Mexico $15,000 
was allowed, and $500 was appropriated for 
Spanish workin New-York and Brooklyn. For 
Hebrow work in New-York $600 was appro 
priated. 

Bishop Thoburn of India went to New-York 
to-day, and to-morrow he will sail on the 
Majestic for his home. He has been in tha 
United States since last February and says he 
carries back with him increased assurances of 
encouragement and support.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 15.—The Hon. R. K

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THE ANARCHIST PRESS AND 
PANAMA CANAL MATTERS, 


A DEBATE IN THE CHAMBER OF DEPU- 
TIES TO-DAY—THE  PRESS-RESTRIC- 
TION LAW THE SUBJECT—THE PROS- 
ECUTION ORDERED OF ‘ THE CANAL 
DIRECTORS. 


Paris, Nov.'15.—The position of the Ministry 
was the all-absorbing tepic about the Chamber 
of Deputies this evening. The lobbies were 
thronged with animated groups discussing the 
outcome of to-morrow’s debate on the bill giv- 
ing the Government power to suppress violent 
Anarchist newspapers. 

That the debate will be an acrimonious one is 
evident from the language used by the Govern- 
ment’s opponents to-night. A Ministerial Coun- 
cil was held at the Palace ef the Elysée to-day, 
at which it'was decided to make this bill a Cab- 
inet question. 

The Government's decision to prosecute the 
Directors of the Panama Canal Company dis- 
poses for the moment of the whole Panama 
Canal question, and itis not thought that the 
debate eet for Thursday—if it ocours at all—will 


affect the position of the Cabinet, the opposi- 
tion confining its emergies to the debate set 
for to-morrew. Itis believed that the Ministry 
will refuse to discuss the Panama Canal ‘ques- 
tion at all, now that the matter is being dealt 
with setistally. Many Deputios, however, are 
opposed to the prosecution of the Directors, 
and will likely sesk an opportanity in to-mor- 
Trow’s debate to attack the Government on that 
pubject. 

| The names of the Panama Canal Directors 
who are to be prosecuted have not yet been 
announced ofiicially. It is reported to-night, 
however, that Count de Lesseps, M. Charies de 
Lesseps, M. Fontanes, M. Cottu, and M. Eiffel 
are included among the defendants, and that 
they are charged with breach of trust aud mal- 
versation of funds. The coungel for the proso- 
cution claim to have found in the provisions of 
the contracts and in the execution of the works 
aufficient evidence to support the charges 
against the defendants. 

Itisexpected that the ease will be tried by 
the First Chamber of the Court of Appeal, at 
the beginuing of December.

THOMAS NEILL HANGED. 


NO CONFESSION MADE BY THE MUR- 
DERER OF MATILDA. CLOVER. 


Lowpox, Ney. 15.—Thomas Neill, the murder- 
er of Matilda Clover and othergirls, was hanged 
in Newgate Prison at 9 o'clock this morning. 


He made no confession. Death appeared to be 
instantaneous. 

A large crowd gathered outside the prison 
watching for the falling of the black flag which 
announced the murderer’s death. 


All of Neill's life was marked with crime, and 
yet he would neverhave been kaown as the mur: 
derer of the last two women he poisoned had he 
not attempted to blackmail a number of people, 
all of whom he charged with having committed 
the crime which he himsclf committed. Thus 
he drew attention to himself. 

He was tried and convicted for poisoning 
Alice Marsh and Emma Shrivell April ill, That 
night these two women received a man in their 
apartments, 118 Stanford Street, Lambeth. The 
man remained with the girls until 2 o'clock the 
next morning and seon after he went away 
both were taken violently ill and they died 
aometime after. It was found thatthey had been 
poisoned by strychnine. About the time the 
girls died a letter was received by the police 
stating that the writer had information to prove 
that the two women had been poisoned by a 
man named Harper. At the same time the 
police discovered that Dr. Harpor of Barnstaple 
bad received a letter, admitted to have been 
sent by Neill, in which he demanded “1,500, in- 
timating that unless the money was forthcom 
ing the writer would give information that Dr. 
Harper's son had poisoned the two women. 

Neill was then arrested on a charge of bilack- 
mail. Interest in the case was then beightened 
by the fact that alocal newspaper published a 
story that Matilda Clover had died under the 
saine circumstances a year previous as the 
Mareh and Shriveil women. Atthe time of the 
fleath of Matilda Clover, Neill had written to 
Lady Russell, during her suit for separation 
from her husband, acousing Earl Russell with 
hawing poisoned the Clover girl Attempts 
wphre made to blackmail Dr. Broadbent, a well- 
known London practitioner, and the Hon. W. F. 
D. Smith. 

Neill’s life and history were hunted up, and it 
wasfound that he was a Canadian who had 
been scntenced to many years’ imprisonment 
for causing a woman’s death by malpractice in 
Chicago. He was pardoned after serving thir- 
teen years. He caused the death, it was alleged, 
of several other women in Canada, but the facts 
pould never be proved against him. 

Neill was tried for the murder of Matilda 
Clover and was convicted of murder in the first 
degree; the jury was not out five minutes. 
The evidence was purely circumstantial, but 
there was not the slightest doubt in any one's 
mind that the verdict was a just one.

SWINDLER SENTENCED. 


TURNS OUT TO BE A SON OF THE 


WELL-KNOWN DR. HELMBOLD. 


Loxnpon, Noy. 15.—The supposed American 
awindier, Frederick Evans, alias the Duke of 
Teck, who, on Oct. 19, pleaded guilty in the Old 
Bailey to obtaining check forms from the Anglo- 
Austrian Bank, Limited, with intent to defraud, 
was arraigned for sentence to-day. It has been 
discovered that he is a son of Dr. Helmbold of 
Philadelphia. 

Some question had been raised as to the san- 
ity of the prisoner. The Recorder said he had 
no power to send him to an asylum, as had been 
suggested, and, as no friends of the prisoner 
were present, he must pass sentence. He, there- 
fore, sentenced him to one year’s imprisonment. 

PHILADELPIUA, Nov. 15.—The sentence in 
London to-day of Frederick Evans, alias “ the 
Duke of Teck,” will interest many people in 
this country. The realname of the swindler is 
Masson P. Helmbold, and he is the second son 
of Dr. H. T. Helmbold, who achieved a world- 
wide reputation by his daring advertising 
methods. 

Evans, or Helmbold, has served time in a 
New-York State prison for forgery, and has also 


been incarcerated at Vienna fora like offense. 
Hie, with his two brothers, was educated at Paris, 
and has spent most of his time im Europe. Heo 
was liberally supplied with money by his 
father, but when reverses oame to the latter, 
the son took to swindling ag a means of obtain- 
ing funds. He is between thirty and thirty-five 
years old and quite deaf. Hie has written pooms 
and books of travel, his three published volumes 
of poetry showing merit of a high order. A gen- 
tleman who knows him said to-day in referénce 
to the claim made at London that Helmbold is 
insane: “Therejis no insapity whatever about 
him. Ho is simply e suporfinely smart rascal.”’ 
llie father, who was once a millionaire, is now 
in an insane asylum at Trenton, poor and almost 
forgotten, his immenee fortune having been dis- 
peg The young man’s mother resides at 
ang Branch, and his two brothers are prosper- 
ous business men.

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EVICTED TENANTS’ COMMISSION. 


ITS LIFE PROLONGED—JOHN MORLEY’S 
PLAN FOR COERCING LANDLORDS. 


Lonpon, Nov. 15.—The life of the Evicted 
Tenants’ Commission has been prolonged till 
January, when Parliament will resume its ses- 
sions. 

lf Mr. Gladstone submits to the demands of 
the Irish party a bill will be introduced endow- 
ing the commission with power to reinstate 
evicted tenants on specified terms. If the land- 
lords refuse to accept these terms then the com- 
mission shall have power to compel them to 
sell their land to the commission.

MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


AMERICAN DELEGATES TO BE ASKED 
TO STATE | THEIR ‘ PROPOSALS. 


LONDON, Noy. 15.—No programme yet exists 
for the International Monetary Conference 
which will open at Brussels Noy. 22. When 
the delegates meet the proceedings will be 
opened by one of the Belgian representatives 
inviting the American delegates to state the 
proposals they desire to have discussed. These 
presented, a commitee will be appointed to pre- 
pare definite agenda.

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LESSONS TAUGHT BY PRESIDEN- 


TIAL CAMPAIGNS. 


CONGRESSMAN WILSON AND _ PROF. 
SCHOULER BEFORE THE NINETEENTH 
CENTURY CLUB—A RADICAL CHANGE 
IN THE CONSTITUTION PROPOSED 
BY EACH. 


“ Presidential Campaigns as an Educational 
Infiuence’’ was the Nineteenth Century Club’s 
timely topic for discussion at its meeting last 
night at Sherry’s. It was ably handled by 
Congressman William L. Wilson of West 
Virginia and Prof. James Schouler. The two 
men differed just enough in their views to make 
what they had to say all the more interesting, 
and call for more thought on the part of the 
audience. 

The attendance was large, the banqueting 
hall being almost filled. Among those presont 
were ex-Seoretary of the Treasury Charles 8. 
Fairchild, Derman B. Eaton, Miss Louise 
Watson Clarke, Daniel GG. Thompson, 
Mra. Gen. Custer, ex-Assistant District 
Attorney William Travers Jerome, Mr. and 
Mra. Edward Lauterbach, Mr. and Mrs. Oscar 
Straus, Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Dielman, Mr. 
and Mrs. Winthrop Parker, Mr. George F. 
Parker, Mrs. Henry Draper, Mrs. Robert Abbe, 
and Mrs. B. 8. Church. 

President Horace E. Deming, in calling the 
meeting to order, said, in speaking of the oppor- 
tunities of the discussion: 


“One week age to-night the streets were 
crowded with a mass of people shout- 
ing and yelling at the newspaper bulletins 
over the result of the election. By mid- 
night we knew that the people had decreed 
a complete change of policy in our Govern- 
ment; that new men were to take hold, anda 
new policy was to be brought in, and the next 
morning we went about our usual vocations 
as if nothing had happened. Now. however, we 
may, a5 individuals, regard the result of that 
election, no true lover of his country oan con- 
template such an exhibition without feeling 
that the future of the country is truly assured.’’ 

Congressman Wilson was then introduced by 
Mr. Deming to open the discussion. He said: 

“To my mind there is nothing more sublime 
than the apectacle of a great people, 65,000,- 
000 in number, going through the constitutional 
duty in their own free way, electing their Chief 
Magistrate. I shall consider it to-night, first, as 
throwing light upon what has been pronounced 
by foreign and home students of our institu- 
tions as the weak and dangerous point in 
our Constitution, and that is the machinery 
provided for the election of the President 
of the Unjted States. It is about the 
only point of the constitutional system that has 
miscarried almost from the beginning. The men 
who formulated the Constitution of the United 
States, with few exceptions, distrusted the ca- 
pacity and the intelligence of the people to per- 
form many of the funetions of Government, 
and the Government of the United States, as it 
left their hands, rested in the hands of the peo- 
ple only in one point, and that was in the choice 
of the members of the House of Representatives. 

“The Electoral College failed of living up to 
what was intended for it almost from the be- 
ginning. With the disappearance of Gen. 
Washington as a candidate for the Presidency 
the independence of the Electors vanighed and 
they became merely a part of the machinery of 
election without any discretion or judgment of 
their own. 

«Jt seems to me that we have reached a point 
in the history of the country when it would be 
very wise to dispense with this intermediary 
body of Electors and allow the people to choose, 
without their intervention, the President 
and Vice President. There is no case 
upon record where any Elector chosen 
to vote for a particular candidate 
has proved recreant to his trust. The present 
election, it seems to me, ought to convince the 
peopie of the country that we should dispense 
with the Electoral system and commit the choice 
of the Chief Magistrate of the country directly 
to the voters of the country. But I would not 
go so far at present as to say that the 
election of the President should be committed 
to the people in a mass, like the election for 
Governor in a State. It seems to me that the 
plan submitted by Mr. Benton, and again by 
Mr. Morton, after the disputed count of 1876, 
isthe better plan—that is, to divide the States 
into Electoral districts and then bave tho pco- 
ple vote directly, either by Electoral districts or 
by the general-ticket system, as at present. 

« And the reason for this is, thatin my judg- 
ment, if we submitted the election of the Pros- 
ident and Vice President to the majority vote 
of all the voters of the country, there mizht be 
such possibility of fraud in certain sections of 
the country in States where a certain party 
might have contro! of the machinery so as to 
prevent the fair choice of the people being 
reached. 

“In many respects the campaign through 
which we have just passed has been very much 
different from any campaign of modern times, 
or from any political campaign of which his- 
tory gives us a record. if we contrast the 
political revolution of 1592 with the 
campaign of 1840—that oampaign in 
which the whole country was worked up to 
delirious excitement, when in a great delirium 
of publio exeitement a change of government 
was brought about, we can see how much better 
and how much wiser is the method pursued to- 
day than the method of halfa century ago. It 
is due to this fact, doubtless, not that we are 
wiser than the men of those times, nor more 
phiegmatic either, but we have ontered ona 
period in the history of the country when we are 
called on to settle questions very different from 
those that confronted the early statesmen of 
the country. 

‘For a century we were simply preparing the 
field in which free government waa to be tried. 
We have now reached that point when the great 
questions of the future ure to be financial and 
economic. And the problem of the future is 
whether a great people who haven’t been 
particularly trained to decide controversies 
of this kind, whose schooling has been 
chiefly along other lines—how far a great peo- 
ple like this will be able to decide questions 
that require the application of scientific truth 
and precision as much as any of the other great 
controversies of our day. 

*‘For the past ten years the questions before 
the people have at least called for some tension 
of thought to understand them. There has 
been no feature of the campaign just ended so 
gratifying as the fact that it has been utterly 
impossible to throw into it the features and the 
excitement of an ordinary canvass. 

“The marching clubs and torchlight proces- 
sions havo been little cared for. Abusive 
oratory has been frowned upon. I may say 
that I have mever seen the day before 
when the people so quietly and s0 
patiently listened, hour after hour, to 
discussions of the great questions of flmance and 
taxation. Even that exceedingly welcome ana 
at times enjoyable public speaker, the cam- 
paign joker, has beon out of placo in this cam- 

align. 
me I have seen myself, in a remote country dis- 
trict, an audience that sat for a whole day, with- 
out adjourning for dinner, to listen to a suc- 
cession of speakers on the issues of the cam- 
paign, none of whom tried to amuse them, but 
to instruct them and reason with them. 

“And 80 we bygve emerged from this cam- 
paign, it secms to mo, with much to encourage 
the citizen. Whether he shall believe that the 
issues were settied correctly or not by the peo- 
ple, he has at least seen an honest and an 
earnest offort on the pers of the people to reach 
correct conclusions by a patient and careful 
consideration of the issues of the campaign.” 

Prof. Schouler opened his remarks bv saying 
that he disliked to ve obliged to differ somewhat 
from Mr. Wilson, and that one in public lifo was 
more apt to agree rather than criticise. Lio 
believed there were faults in the Federal system 
of elestions that should be corrected for fear 
that much evil camefromthem. He did pot 
believe that campaigns as conducted at pres- 
eut were of the highest educational value to 
the people. It was only an unwritten law, 
Prof. Schouler declared, that stood 
way of a President's holding the office in 
perpetuity. Rapid rotation jn oflice brought 
mediocrity in candidates. Few Presidents 
had accomplished anything enduring except 
the i residents who wore rechosen. The Presi- 
dential term had become wenting in stability. 
The remedy would be to a Proesideat give 
a second term, or else to have a single term of 
six or eight years. 

Prof. Schouler deplored the excitement caused 
by a I’residential election occurring evory feur 
years, und contended that it was an evil 
thut President and Legislature should be 
in power so long after the people had 
chosen thelr successors. He would have the 
newly-elected Prosident take ofiice the first of 
the year and reorganize the Government, no 
time being left for the old Vresidont and the old 
Congress to plot together. 

Prof. Schouler declared that most cam- 
paigrns were cauwpaigns of personalities and 
misrepresentations, and the Presidential 
year, with its betting and gambling, 
was assuredly unfavorable to general hab- 
of steady thrift and enterprise.

Schouler closed with an indefinite remark about 
stories that plots had been laid to overthrow 
the people's will in the last clection in case the 
result was close cnough.

‘FORMAL OPENING OF THE COLO- }. 


NIAL CLUB'S HOUSE. 


MANY GENTLEMEN OF PROMINENCE 
PRESENT, AND SPEECHES BY PRES- 
IDENT SCOTT AND CHAUNCEY M. 
DEPEW—WHERE LADIES ARE WEL- 
COME—A MEMBERSHIP OF 700. 


Very different from the club days of the colo- 
nial settlers on the upper part of this island was 
the brilliant scene in the new Colonial Club 
house, at Seventy-second Street and the Boule- 
vard, last night. Although the weather was in 
its most disagreeable mood it failed to check the 
enthusiastic Joyousness of the members of the 
Colonial Club upon the occasion of the formal 
opening of their beautiful house. While the 
rain pelted and drenched everything and every- 
body without there was only brightness, 
warmth, music, and gayety within. 

Flowers there were in abundance, and fine 
pictures, and glittering refreshment tables that 
appealed to the w2sthetic taste as well as to the 
appetite. And in the exquisitely-decorated 
rooms were scores of charming gowns of varied 
hues, displayed by fair women whom Mr. De- 
pew described as combining the dignity of the 
colonial past with the bright freshness of the 
present. 

In the merry throng were the officers of the 
club and their families, including Mr. Edward 
W. Scott, President; James A. Punderford, Fred 
M. Littlefield, and William E. Stiger, Vice 
Presidents; J. V. Y. Olcott, Secretary, and 
Charles W. Drake, Treasurer; and the 
Hon. Ashbel P. Fiteh and wife, ex- 
Gov.

White and yellow chrysanthemums were the 
prevailing floral decorations. Music by the 
Hunvugarian band was heard by the promenaders 
early in the evening, and another orchestra 
pleyed for the tireless diners after the formal 
exercises. it was long after 9 o’clock when 
President Seott invited the membersof the club 
and their guests into the handsome and spagious 
assembly room. On the platform besides the 
President were Mr. Charles T. Wills, Chairman 
of the Building Committees, and Chauncey M. 
Depew. Mr. Wills formally turned the building 
over to the club nnd President Scott accepted 
itand made oa brief speech in which he sum- 
marized the history of the organization and 
said: “ We wish to make the Celonial the best 
stopping place, the safest harbor, the most en- 
joyable home on the west side, and I hope that 
in hospitality and comfort it may be surpassed 
nowhere. We wishour people to feel welcome 
at all times.”’ 

Chauncey M. Depew had a very cordial! reeep- 
tion. He was nervous-an unusual thing for 
him—but the hour was late and he was anxious 
to return to the Chamber of Commerce dinne 
at Delmonico’s. He said that he “had 
just left a very different seenc, Where 
there were no ladies. He found there the 
next President of the United States (applause} 
and a gentleman who ran for she office of Vice 
President and was not elected. He had left 
that dinner with some régrets because he 
wanted to hear what Mr. Cleveland had to say 
about lifting the burdens from the shoulders of 
the poor man, and he wanted to be there 
to assist him in the good work. But 
he did not come te the Celonial Club to talk 
politics. He belonged to a Republican club, 
which since the election had been oalled the 
lodge of sorrow. 

Mr. Depew gaid that he liked the west side, 
His observation had convinced him that the 
west side was populated by young men 
and pretty girls. There were very few 
bald heads on the west side. The 
Colonial Club was a shining example 
ef the development and growth of the west 
side. “I belong to eleven clubs,” said Mr. De- 
pew, and after a pause, ‘I hear a lady exclaim, 
‘Oh, my!’ I presume that is an expression of 
sympathy for Mrs. Depew. But let me tell yeu 
that I seldom go to my olubs. The 
club of to-day, however, is different 
from the club of years ago. Formerly the 
ladies regarded the club as an enemy of the do- 
mesatic circle Now the elub opens its 
doors to tbe ladies and she thinks it 
is a good thing. Whenever a woman oan 
go where her husband goes she is satisfied. Tho 
elub should never be permitted to interfere 
with the family, for the family is the 
foundation of the community. But when a 
man’s family is away from home he needs 
some place to go and refresh himself after a 
hard day’s work. He goes to the club, and 
there meets genial peeple, forgets business 
cares, talks politics, gossips, and tell stories.” 

Mr. Depew said that many men found their 
chief pleasure at clubs in playing cards. He 
had no taste for cards himself, and never took 
any interest in games of chance. He got 
his pleasure from conversation with other 
men and listening to and telling stories 
The consequence was that the b bow 3 who played 
cards every night got the credit of being a busi- 
ness man day and night, while he got the name 
of fritte: away two-thirds of his time when 
he ought to be attending to business. 

The Colenial Club was in every way worthy 
of success. It had actual reason for existing. 
It was founded on the sentiment of the old 
colonial surroundings. Washington, it had 
been said, once sat on a stone on the 
site of the present Colonial Club house 
and ruminated on the destiny of his 
country. Could Washington return to the spot 
now he would be astonished and gratified to 
find such a beautiful élubhouse with such 
an attractive membership of ladies and gentle- 
men. As Presidentofthe Union League Club, 
ene of the old elubs of the town, he welcomed 
the new club tothe ranks of clubdom. It was 
the youngest and handgomest olub in New-York. 

After the speaking there was dancing and 
supper. The arrangements for the entertain- 
ment of the large assemblage were elaborate, 
tasteful, and bounteous. In the billiard room, 
on the first floor, there were five large 
tables containing a cold collation § ar- 
ranged with artistic effect. On the 
second floor the main — dining room 
contained a large horseshoe table which was a 
spectacle of beauty, Small tables, daintily dec- 
orated, surrounded the horseshoe and filled the 
ladies’ dining room and the private dining 
rooms. Mr. Arthur T. Hills was Chairman of 
the Entertainment Committeo. 

Aninteresting loan collection of American 
petacinee filled the library and reading rooms. 
"his was arranged by William Tf. Evans and 
George A. Hearne, who loaned a large propor- 
tion of the twenty-four pictures. 

Tho Colonial Club is one of the significant and 
agreeable results of the growth and residential 
development of the west side from Fifty-ninth 
Street north aleng the Boulevard and the beau- 
tiful Riverside Drive. The organization was 
started by afew residents in that part of the 
city. It was organized in the lecture room of 
the Rutgers Presbyterian Church, at Sev- 
enty-third Street and the Boulevard. The 
date of incorporation is April 24, 1889. 
The club met until May 1, 1892, at 127 Weat 
Seventy-second Street, which was rented asa 
clubhouse. The rapid increase of membership 
made it apparent that a permanent home 
for the club must be provided. On May 
1, 1892, the present building was oponed, 
and the wembership is now about 700. 
The club was first named the ‘* Occident”’. be- 
cause of its being on the west side; afterward 
it was changed to “ Colonial Club of New-York.” 
The clubheuse fronts Sherman Square, named 
in honor of Gen. W. T. Sherman, who was an 
active member of the club. 

The Colonial Club is one of the handsomest 
buiidings in the city and one of the most beauti- 
ful and thoroughly-eqnuipped clubhouses in 
existence. Itisone ofthe few clubs that has 
provided for the comfort and enjoyment of wo- 
wen. The Library Committee purpose gather- 
ing all records of colonial times and literature 
on the growth of New-York, muking such 
reoords a spocial feature of the club library.

CONNECTICUT REPUBLICANS UPHOLD THE 
THEFT OF 1890. 


HARTFORD, Cona., Nov. 15.—Stiles Judeon, 
Jr., of Stratford,who was defeated on the Repub- 
lioan ticket last week for Secretary of State by 
Judge Phelan of Bridgeport, added to his blun- 
ders in the House this afternoon by leading the 
Republicans in that body to stand by the so- 
called “Schedule G” fraud, which was used in 
keeping the Democratic State officers out ‘of 
office two years ago, 

The official figures of the State election here 
in 1890 were fraudulently manipulated by the 

tepublicans in the House, cutting down the 
Democratic vote 200 in reund numbers. This 
Traud was embodied in Schedule G of the report 
of the House Committee on Elections. It has 
been known to be a fraud here from the outset, 
but has been retained in the committee report, 
and was embodied tn the records and briefs of 
the Republican counsel in the quo warranto 
onsea, 

This afternoon Representative Walker of this 
city attempted to have the fraudulent record 
expunged from the House Journal, but under 
Judson’s leadership the fraud was sustained by 
the Republicans. 

Tho House adjourned until Tuesday, Jan. 3, 
the day preceding the organization of the new 
General Assembly. Speaker Paige, who was 
turned down by the Republicans of Huntington, 
says he does not expect to get back to the Legis- 
lature in January. His effort to obtain affida- 
vits from Republicans in the town that they 
voted for him, intending to use the affidavits in 
tontesting the seat, has proved a failure. Paige 
said this afternoon that he had given up the ex- 
pectation of getting back. 

The Senate adjourned until Dec. 5, boing the 
flay when the report of the State Board of Can- 
Vassers will be made.

KEAN GETS.THE RIVAL COMPANY. 


A GAS MONOPOLY AGAIN. ESTABLISHED 
IN ELIZABETH. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Nov.:15.—This city is once 
more inthe clutches of a gas monopoly. The 
bitter struggle which for-nearly two years has 
been waged between the Metropolitan and Eliz- 
abeth Companies, and which has caused the re- 
duction of the price of gas from $2.75 to $1.50 
per 1,000 feet, has ended at last in the Metro- 


litan going to the wall, it being absorbed by 
ts rival. Hereafter the company of John Kean, 
Jr., will dictate the price ofj;gas to the residents 
of this city. 

The Mectropolitan several months ago went 
into the hands of a receiver, Mr. Weidenfeld of 
Orange, and last week its works were sold in 
New-York for the benefit of creditors and 
bought in by the receiver for $187,000. 

Mr. Weidenfeld, it now turne out, has dis- 
posed of the works to John Kean, Jr. 

John Kean, Jr., was frank enough to say to- 
day that he had been after the Metropolitan 
ever since it got into financial difficulties. Both 
companies, said Mr. Kean, could not exist at 
the price they were charging for their product. 

There would, he said, be no change for the 
present in the general price of gas here. 

The Elizabeth Company held its annual meet- 
ing and election of Directors yesterday, and at 
the meeting the purchase of the opposition 
works was ratified by the board. The Directors 
chosen were John Kean, John Kean, Jr., Julian 
H. Kean, W. W. Thomas, and Jacob Davis.

Back Pay for Canal Men, 

ALBANY, Nov. 15.—The State Board of Claims 

to-day handed down a decision awarding Sam- 
uel P. Clark $501. Clark was a locktender on 
the Black River Canal in 1889 and filed a claim 
against the State for the amount awarded under 
the Laws of 1589, which provided that the 
wages of the day laborers employed by the 
State should not be less than $2 per day.

DRY DOCK AT LEAGUE ISLAND NAVY 
YARD WILL SOFFER. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15.—A bad break in the 
supply culvert has rendered useless for a time 
the dry dock at the League Island Navy Yard. 
The basin is flooded and emptied by means of & 
main or culvert 330 feet long and 8 feet in 
diameter, extending to the Delaware River. 

To exhaust the water in the dry dock the two 
rotary engines, with a combined capacity of 
35,000 gallons of water per minute, were yester- 
day started at full speed. At that time the tide 
in the river was nearly high, completely cover- 
ing the mouth of the main and filling it to the 
out-of at the engine house. With the firet few 
revolutions of the eee an extro mass of 
Water was forced into the already full culvert 
or main, and the next instant there was a crash. 

Unable to withstand the force of the opposing 
bodies of water the top of the sewer gave way, 
fully 160 feet of the brickwork, 20 inches thi 
flying into the air, and the rushing water, fina- 
ing this outlet, gushed forth. As quickly as pos- 
sible the engines were stopped, but the wreck 
was then so complete that half the culvert must 
be rebuilt. 

The entire blame for the break is allegod to be 
upon the person who issued the order to start 
the engines. It is impossible to exhaust the 
water in the basin properly except at low tide, 
but at the yard yesterday no one would say 
why the attempt had been made at high water. 

It will take at least six weeks to repair the 
tor mg and the cost will run well into the thou- 
sande.

Even 
the most reckless of the young women who think 
little of the cost of their costumes, dreaded 
to wear them out on such a night, and run the 
risk of appearing in a bedraggied condition 
whon their friends should visit their boxes. 
Wraps do not tend to benefit the creations of 
silk and satin, of lace and feather, and gowns 
that had done duty on previous cocasions were 
called into requisition. So the show was 
less dazzling than that of Monday night, but it 
was elaborate enough to satisfy that part of the 
crowd that went to the Garden to sce the array 
of fashions. The ladies did not seem to suffer 
go much intheir personal appearance as did 
the men, who were a rather washed-out looking 
jot, as the storm coats that were a necessity had 
interferea with the ect of the coats of some of 
the swells, and there was a general complaint 
among them on that account. 

One of the prettiest of the sights at the Horse 
Show is one that the public rarely ever sees. 
That is the parade of the horses in the Garden 
in the early morning, just after the doors are 


opened for the day. There were very few peo- 
ple at the Garden when this parade took place 

esterday morning from to 10 o'clock. That 
6 ratber strange, too, for it is the very best 
phance there is for people who love the horse 
to see those that are at the Garden, as no good 
jdea of the animals can be had whiie they are 
standing in the cramped quarters in their boxes. 
After this show there was a trial of green hunt- 
ers for an bour or more, to weed out a lot from 
the class that was to compete for a prize in the 
evening. 

Firet in the liet of the competitions to be de- 
vided yesterday were those for the ponies in 
harness, and as there was a chance for the chil- 
Gren to thoroughiy enjoy themselves, there 
were a goodly number of masters and misses on 
hand to see the trials for the prizes. In the 
tirst clase there were but three competitors, and 
the prize went to the pair that waa by far the 
smartest ip the ring, one belonging to George 
Green. James Heffernan easily took the prize 
in the second class, where the “ ponies ” seemed 
to be nothing but horses a trifle under size. 

But the third of the series of competitions in 
this class was for the ponies, pure and simple, 
and there was a chance for the children to drive 
their own turnouts, many of the youngsters do- 
ing this Some of the ponies shown were much 
emailer than « St. Bernard dog, and these were 
the special admiration of the children, who 
clapped their tiny hands with gles and envied 
the possessers of theso miniature turnouts. 
George Green again showed Lightfoot, one of 
his team that had won the prize for pairs, and 
there were signs of disapproval from the cnhil- 
dren when he was awarded the blue ribbon, for 
they thought that it should have gone to one of 
the toy horses, the only things that they could 
acoept as ponies. 

These young people all argued that the 
sinaller the pony the better he was, necessarily, 
and they could not agree with the judges that a 
pony that was “ almost a borse,’”’ as one of the 
youngsters expressed it, could be as good as the 
horses in miniature that were driven by their 
young owners. They would all have been do- 
lighted if the one that got the second prize, a 
tnidget calied Black Baby, had beon given the 
blue instead of the red ribbon, and they were 
disgusted because that other midget, Black 
Bess, driven by his twelve-year-old owner, 
Master Maflit Smith, did not get any ribbon at 
all But they were not very critical judges of 
horsefiesh; they simply knew what would have 
suited them, and they thought the judges should 
have looked at things with their oyes. 

While these classes had beon passing in re- 
view the clans that worship at the shrine of the 
hackney horse had been gathering, and when 
the toy horses had been taken out of the ring 
= gathered about the fence at the ring side 
and got ready to cheer and appland at the ap- 
pearance of the particular strain of blood that 
they fancy. The hackney is pre-eminently a 
show horse, and perfectly groomed and arrayed 
in their white show harness they did makea 
display that catches tho eye. They are the 
dudes of the horse world, and those who have 
no fancy for the breed say they are about as 
useful as the dudes of the human family. 

Well-mannered they certainly are, and their 
action 1s showy in the extreme, though it is the 
sort of action that gives the lover of the Amer- 
jean horse an attack of the chills. It is the 
sort of thing that he tries to breed away from, 
and he sees no good reason why a man should 
want to produce a lot of animals that spend 
most of their time inshowing how high they 
ean lift their knees, and with how much eud- 
denness they can bring their hoofs down to the 
ground witbout breaking their hoofs off at the 
Tetiock. It seems to them a strange taste in 
horseflesh. But there are breeders of thorough- 
breds who think that all the time thatis spent 
in breeding a horse that can trot is so much 
time waste 

The hackney seems to have come to this coun- 
try to stay, and therefore people who like the 
showy in horseflesh should be glad that people 
bave taken hold of the fad who will have only 
the best. That these breeders are in earnest is 
shown by the enormous sums that have been 
paid of late for the best that there is to be had 
in England. They have got together the best of 
the type, and yesterday’s show proved it beyond 
cayil. The competition in all of the classes— 
there were cight of them passed upon before 
the lunch hour—was of the liveliest,and in a)l of 
them the judges had a bit of sharp inspection to 
do before they could arrive at the decisions. 
What those decisions were are given below in 
the tables of awarde, and as the o_o did their 
work thoroughly, their action in the premises 
calls for no particular comment ether than tbat. 

After luncheon the breeders of trotters had a 
chance to show what they could do in breading 
horses for the showring. Their display was a 
good one, but it was not one that did credit to 
the greatest breeding industry of the United 
States. Nor will there be a thoroughly satis- 
factory show of the American horse until the 
Horee Show Aseociation, or some other body 
with the recognized power to do s0, ostablishes 
a standard py which the trotting horse must be 
judged, without atte J 60 much ke the dis- 
cretion and the whim of the judges, for there is 
no class of men who have so widely difler- 
ent ideas as to what is the standard of merit 
as the breeders of the trotting horse. It would 
be very easy to establish a standard, and once 
that is done the breeders would breed to it, un- 
lesa they happened to be the breeders who look 
uponspeed ag the solitary standard of merit. 
Four of the less important of the classes were 

upon, and the awards are given below, 
with the breeding of the winners, so that the 
admirers of particular strains of blood may see 
what the judges think about that part of the 
candidates for prizes. 

A feature ofthe afternoon show was the dis- 
play of ladies’ saddle horses, but four of which 
‘were ridden by ladies when the thirty horses 
wereshown. The judges may be acoused of 
being ungallant because they gave no ribbons 
to horses ridden by any ono of the four ladies, 
put as a matter of fact the mounts they had 
were not of the best, and the horses they rode 
were not entitled to consideration. The event- 
ual winner of the prize, Lauderdale, was spotted 
as the winner very early in the competition by 
people outside the ring, and probably by the 
judges, the long delay in the announcement of 
the award being due to the trouble in picking 
out the horses that were entitled to the lesser 
prizes. 

There wae but one entry for “pairs of horses 
with victoria and appointments,” and though 
Mr. Sibley had a turnoutin the ring that was 
perfect in its way the award of a prize was 
withheld. as there was no competition. 

m tandems came inty the ring in the 
competition for epee for tals sort of rig, all 
pi the competitors being shown to the regula- 
tion two-wheeled tandem cart or dog cart. One 
of the first to enter the ring was Harry Ham- 
fin’s pair, Gladys and Queon, and before all of 
the lot had become untangled and ready to 
show before the judges it was perfectly ap- 
parent that they would got the prize. They 
were far and away the best managed of the lot, 
and showed a vast improvement ov their 
form of last year, when they were beaten by a

—, before, and he was continually getting 
in his own way, in that of his wheeler, and in 
that of everybody else, and it kept the attend- 
ants in the ring very busy to prevent en 

dent. Fortunately, they did thia, however, and 
so no one was killed before the prizes were 
awarded. 

The jumping show, which wound up the aft- 
ernoon exhibition, was arather clever affair in 
ites way, for the horses and the riders are both 
getting used to the ring and are showing to bet- 
ter advantage. F. Gray Griswold captured the 
prize for his friend Fred Gebhard by winning 
with the imported mare Countess, who is a very 
clever jumper. “Tommy” Hitchcock, H. 
Herbort, Harry Martindale, and Foxhall Keene 
were among the gentlemen riders who took part 
in the competition, and they got some good 
work out of the horses. 

A remarkably good exhibition by a squad of 
twenty-two of the Park Police opened the even- 
ing pocermanen, the men showing that perfec- 
tion in drill that has characterized their previous 
appearance in the ring. One of the old compet- 
itors, Officer Doolady, was not among the compet- 
itors, the Commissioners thinking that he ahould 
be content to rest on the houors won in vi- 
ous shows, and so refusing bim permisaion to 
compete for the prize. The drill was the regu- 
lation drill, singly, in twos, in fours, and in 
eights, and then in company front, and the 
men kept an alignment both at the walk 
and the trot that would have been a 
credit to any mounted organization in 
the world. After the drill had been 
gone through with there was the chase 
of runaway horsés which is afeature of euch 
shows, and the officers all acquitted themselves 
with credit. The judges, after a sharp competi- 
tion, gave the first prize to Roundsman Willison, 
whose handsome bay horse he bas called Grov- 
er. Private Hoey, who has done the same thing 
before, captured the second prize. 

The show of high steppers (pairs) which fol- 
lowed was one of the best exhibitions of horses 
in harness that has ever been seen in the ring, 
and the turn-outs warranted the applause that 
welcomed the owners as they drove about the 
inclosure in about as sharp a competition as 
has ever been seen atashow. A Philadelphia 
turn-out got the prize, Joseph E. Widener being 
the iucky owner of the pair that caught the eye 
of the judges as the best one, taking all things 
into consideration. Two other Philadeiphians, 
Messrs. Elkins and Willing, got the third and 
fourth prizes. a New-Yorker, Mr. Gordon, get- 
ting away with the second. 

Two jumping contests brought the evening 
performance to a close, and both were rather 
tame affairs, that for the champions, which 
came last, beimg the tamer. Once again, as in 
the afternoon, Gray Griswold took the prize 
with the imported hunter Countess, who out- 
jumped all the other champions very handily, 
for as a whole they were a very bad mannered 
lot, and bungled badly at most of the obstacles.

THE METROPOLIS COULD SERVE 
WELL IN THAT CAPACITY. 


ADDRESSES LOOKING TO THAT END BE- 
FORE THE SCIENTIFIC ALLIANCE— 
NEED OF A COMMON HOME AND 


LIBRARY — PRIVATE MUNIFICENCE 


WILL BE NECESSARY. 


The first joint meeting of the societies com- 
posing the Scientific Alliance of New-York was 
held last evening in the lecture hall of the 
American Museum of Natural History for the 
purpose, primarily, of affording an opportunity 
for the free interchange of views on subjects of 
interest to all the societies, but also with 
a view of setting in operation influences 
which shall result in furnishing the alliance 
with a permanent abiding place and furthering 
the scope of its scientifio work. The branches 
of the alliance represented were the New-York 
Academy of Sciences, the Torrey Botanical 
Club, the New-York Microscopical Soolety, the 
Linnean Society of New-York, the New-York 
Mineralogical Club, the New-York Mathematic- 
al Society, and the New-York Section of the 
American Chemical Society. 

The members of the alliance wero welcomed 
to the Museum of Natural History by President 
Morris K. Jesup in a few well-chosen words, and 
the President of the council of the united soci- 
eties introduced the Hon. Seth Low, President 
of Columbia College, who spoke on “ The Ad- 
vantages to New-York City of the Alliance of 
the Scientific Societies.” He said in part: 

“ New-York is a great commeroial city and a 
great financial centre. New-York has in it also 
at the prosent time many scientific men of the 
first order. The desire of the Scientific Alliance 
is to make the city a great scientific centre, in 
the sense that it shall become a positive power 
in the world of scientific thought and action. I 
need not pause to dwell upon the advantages to 
this city if that expectation shall be real- 
ized. Our neighboring oity of Brooklyn, 
through the strength which has come to it by 
the association of its lovers of scienve of every 
name in branches of the Brooklyn Institute of 
Arts and Sciences, has opened and maintained a 
successful seaside laboratory of biology at Glen 
Cove. Our resources in men and means are 
vastly larger, but they have not been so early 
turned to account. 

“ The Scientific Alliance of New-York has the 
capacity to give to New-York the agenoy which 
the city has long needed to develop to the ut- 
most its scientific activities in the direction of 
pure solence. The alliance conforms to that 
fundamental truth of modern scientific thought, 
the unity of nature. We recognize that all sci- 
ences, 80 called, are only branches of one all- 
embracing science. They belong together and 
not apart, for they are mutually interdepend- 
ent. 

‘But this alliance needs, for the full accom- 
plishment of its designs, a common home in 
which the different sooleties shall have their 
herdquarters, use their libraries in common, 
and make available forall the periodicals and 
meetings ofeach. Such a building should con- 
tain accommodations for a truly great and 
sciontific library, and a lecture hall that might 
be turned to account for the instruction and en- 
lightenment of the public. it would naturally 
become the place where scientitic nen ‘most do 
congregate.’ 

With an agency of this kind at its command, 
adequately supported, it would be buta short 
time before the Scientitic Alliance of New-York 
would awaken in the city a veritable enthusi- 
asm for the encouragement of scientific re- 
search. It should offer the means of publishing 
meritorious papers, and it should fit ont and 
maintain sclentific expeditions to all parta of 
the globe. In this way it would do much to 
make New-York a benefactor of the nations, one 
ro the cities tue world would not willingly let 

le. 

“*But perhaps you ask what, after all, will be 
the vaiue of all this to New-York if it should 
getit? This city will surely bea nobler and a 
better place to dwell in the more it can draw to 
itselfand make havpy and useful within its 
borders the mon who question nature for her 
secrets and reveal them for the service and ad- 
vencement of mankind.” 

In amplification of the suggestions contained 
in the address of President Low, and in expla- 
nation of what it was hoped to accomplish in 
the carrying outof the aims and plans of the 
Scientific Alliance, President Cox read a paper 
on “The Advantage of Alliance tothe Scientitic 
Bocieties’’; Judge Addison Brown gave an ex- 
haustive review of the work accomplished by,and 
the methods of, the ecientific societies and in- 
stitutions of Europe and this country, and 
urged the ‘‘ Need of Endowment for Scientific 
Research and Publication.”” Prof. H. Carring- 
ton Bulton read an interesting statistical and 
suggestive paper which he entitled ““A 
Piea for a Scientitic Library in New-York 
City,” and Prof. N. L. Britton, the 
Secretary and Treasurer of the alliance, 
told his hearers all about “The Kind of 
a Building which the Scientific Alliance Re- 
quires.” The contemplated structure and its 
appointments would cost a large sum of money, 
the speaker said, and the societies would have 
to look to private munificence to provide it. 
But the day was not far distant when the Sci- 
entific Alliance would be housed as handsomely 
and advantageously as were the artists and the 
musicians and their congeners of the great me- 
tropolis.

PAYNE’S VIEWS. 

sen See Sa 

HE TALKS ABOUT THE RESULT IN HIS 
AND OTHER STATES. 


Henry C. Payne of Wisconsin, a member of 
the Republican National Committee, who. with 
Mr. Campbell of Dlinois, had charge of the cam- 
paign in several of the Western States, was in 
this city yesterday. It was his firat visit since 
he was assiguied to his work early in the oam- 
paign. 

Mr. Payne was one of the anti-Harrison Re- 
publicans at the convention. He was as smil- 
ing and happy asever last night in discussing 
the defeat of the party. 

“ Didn’t save athing in my State,” he said. 
“Electors, Governor, and Legislaturé all gone 


to the Democrats, and the Legislature elects a 
Senator this Winter, too. And yet we thought 
We Wore making a pretty hard fightin Wisconsin. 

“A great many things contributed to the re- 
sult in our State. The local issues, particularly 
the school question, entered largely into the 
result, and every little issue—a thousand and 
one of them—seemed to go against our party. 

“There were from 10,000 to 15,000 Republio- 
ane who staid away from the polls. I can’t ac- 
count forit. If they had turned out we would 
have carried the State. A few Democrats staid 
away.” . 

**Is Wisconsin to be classed as a doubtful 
State in the future?” Mr. Payne was asked. 

“Yes,” he said. *‘ It must be put down in the 
doubtful list. Ihope we may be able to win 
back cnough of the German voters which broke 
away on account of the Bennett school law is- 
sus, two years ago, but we have not yet suo- 
ceeded in getting them to an extent that re- 
stores the State te the Republican column. I 
think we have regained one-half of them, but 
with the other half thero was a feeling at the 
eleotion last week that as the Democratic Legie- 
lature had repealed the law which they object- 
ed to, they were in duty bounc’ to support the 
Democratic ticket again. It will require time 
to restore them all to the party. ‘They are, I 
believe, naturally with the Republican Party 
on national issues. Ifthe only issue were that 
of protection, Ishonld have no hesitation in 
olassing the State as safely Republican.” 

*“ What will bo tho future organization of the 
Ropublican Party?” 

“It is too soon after the defeat to outline it. 
There is no immediate noed of discussing that 
question. So far as the main issue of protec- 
tion is concerned, I believe the party’s position 
will remain unchanged. I believe the fight four 
years hence will bo essentially on the tariff is- 
sue. I am not prepared to be so specific as to 
say that the McKinley idea will be the basis on 
whieh the party will rest its fight, but, in a gen- 
eral way, the Republicans will adhere to their 
doctrine of protection to American industries. 
I believe that will be the line to divide the two 
parties during the next four years. 

‘*The Democrats, I assume, will attempt to 
carry out the changes implied in their daclara- 
tion of principles, and I assume that the Repub- 
licans will at once make opposition. The battle 
in the next national election, I expect, will be 
along the same lino as the one just ended.” 

“Could the Republicans have named a candi- 
bay Poh oe ave won?” 

“There 1s no use guessing what might h 
happened,” said Mr. Payne. mre 

** Who will be the probable successor of Sena- 
tor Sawyer?” 

“T should say, from the little discussion I 
have beard on that point, that Gen. Bragg, Con- 
greseman Mitchell, and a gentleman named 
Wright of Ashland, comparatively a new figure 
in Wisconsin politics, are the most prominont 
possibilities. Ex-Senator Spooner, [ suppose, 
will settle in Nilwaukee and practice law.’’ 

In the closing days of the campaign there 
wero reports of a serious difference of opinion 
between Mr. Payne and Chairman Carter as to 
the conduct of the campaign tn the Western 
States. Mr. Payne said that this had amountea 
to pene. 

‘I believe,” he said, that Mr. Carter was an 
efficient Chairman. He aid the best he could. 
I have no oriticism to make on his management. 
Naturally, there were some slight differences of 
opinion, but they were of no more consequence 
than those which exist in every committee over 
minor matters.” 





Miss Hiattic Akers on Trial, 

BELVIDERE, N. J., Nov. 15.—Wattie Akers of 
Greason, Penn., was placed on trial to-day in 
the Warren County Court on a charge of at- 
tempting last August to kill Patrick Quinn, the 
night operator in the telegraph office at Dela- 
ware, in this county. 

Quinn testified to Miss Akera’s shooting him 


andto his then disarming her. He admitted 
that he had been unduly intimate with the de- 
fendant. 

Ex-Judge Morrow, for the defense, said that 
Miss Akers had been driven to shoot Quinn be- 
cause he had cruelly deserted her. He said that 
the defense would be mental! irresponsibility. 
He then offered in evidence a number of letters, 
in which Quinn professed love for and promised 
to marry Miss Akers. Evidence was also pre- 
sented showing the good character of the girl 
before she knew Quinn. Miss Akers will tell 
her story to-morrow morning.

NEW SAFE COMBINATION. 


IT INCLUDES MANUFACTORIES NOT IN 
THE TRUST. 


The Diesbold-Mosler-Damon Safe Company, 
which was incorporated at Trenton, N. J., yes- 
terday, takes in most of the safe manufactories 
not in the recently-formed Safe Trust. Its 
capitai is $5,000,000, divided into $2,800,000 
8 per cent. cumulative preferred stook and 
$2,200,000 common stock. There 1s no bond 
issue. The vendors, in their prospectus, say 
that they retain a majority of the common 
stock. 

The concerns included in the combination are

NEW PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


PLANS FOR THE ONE AT EIGHTY-FIRST 
STREET AND AVENUE A. 


Superintendent of Buildings Snyder of the 
Board of Education yesterday filed with the 
Building Department plans for a new grammar 
school on the northeast corner of Avenue A and 
Eighty-first Street. The building will be five 
stories high and absolutely fire-proof. The 
architecture will be in the Italian Renaissance 
Btyle, wiih a flat roof, and the walls will be of 
light-colored Pompeilan brick, trimmed witb 
terra cotta. There will be forty-five classrooms, 
fifteen each on the second, third, and fourth 
floors. The top story will contain the janitor’ 
quarters and also two large rooms, one 62 by 
115 feet and the other 40 by 60 feet. Thelatter 
will be used foradrawing room for evening 
schools and the former for manual and physical 
training, and will contain a workshop, gymna- 
sium, &o. 

The land cost $72,500 and the building wilb 
cost about $200,000. Each of the classrooms is 
designed to have 56 sittings, or about 2,500 
sittings in all. The heating will be on the ple- 
num system. Warm air will be supplied from 
the cellar after having been passed between 
coils of hot pipes, and the foul air will be drawn 
from the classrooms through ducts leading te 
the roof. 

The new school will be one of the most com 
plete in the city in its arrangements and ap- 
pointments. The Board of Education is also 

reparing to erect an annex in the rear of 

rammar School No. 53, at Third Avenue and 
Beventy-ninth Street, to contain twelve class- 
rooms, with 56 sittings each. Land is being 
condemned for a new school at One Hundred 
and Seventeenth Street and St. Nicholas Ave- 
nue.

A pamphlet of forty-three 
p*g03, with thirty drawings, exprossosthese oon- 
clusions, for which{thse Commissioners, With their’ 
engineers and counsel, have been industriously 
working since midsummer. Yesterday’s meet: 
ing was attended by all of the Commissioners, , 
by John Bogart and William Barclay Parsons, | 
their engiysers, and by John M. Bowers, their’ 
eoungelL The day’s programme having Deen 
well determined beforehand, it-was necessary 
only to give it oficial approval. That:formality P 
required only a short meeting. ; 

Avnoon of Dee. 29, in the rotundaof the City * 
Hall, Bugene L. Bushe, Secretary of the com- 
mission, will offer for sale the right, privilege 
and franchise to construct, maintain, and oper- 
ate the proposed railway for a term of 999 
years. The route, starting at Whitehall Street, 
passes under Broadway and the Boulevard to 
One Dandred and Twenty-first Street, thence 
by viaduct to One Hundred and Thirty-fourth - 
Strect, thence under the Boulevard to One 
Hundred and Fifty-sixth Street, thence under 


Hleventh Avenue to One Hundred and Ninetietn 
Street, thence out King’s Bridge Road, across , 
the ship canal and Spuyten Duyvil Creek, and 
outto the city tine. On this main line loops 
will be bailt at Whitehall Street and at City 
Hall.

platforms, pars, columns, girders, roofs, walls, 
and other visible portions Shall have a pleasing 
appearance. All steel, iron, rails, tics, wood, 
atone, brick, cement, conorete, mortar, glass, 
paint, and other material used in the construc- 
tion of the railway must in their respective 
ways conform to tho best standard of excellence 
and be subject to tests and inspection approved 
by the said ¢ommisasion, 

The Rapid-Transit Commissioners are to have 
supervisory charge of the work during its con- 
straction, and at auy time during its progress 
the Commigsicners, their engineers, Inspectors, 
or othor ae. authorized agents are to have full 
access to ail parts of the work and to the in- 
spection of all material, delivered or about to 
be delivered, which is to be used in the work. 

Any work which in the judgment of the Com- 
missioners is not in accordance with these plans 
Pand specifications, or others which may be 

issued or approved on ag the progress of the 
work, must immediately be made good, and all 
material condemned as unfit for use must be re- 
moved within such time as the Cammissioners 
may order. If the constructing company shall 
use any method of construction which the Com- 
missioners shall deom unsafe or as not giving 
the best possible result, the Commissioners may 
order such method stopped or altered, and the 
constructing company must obey immediately.

|} CHARGES AGAINST HER OFFICERS NOT 
BELIEVED IN WASHINGTON. 


So far as the officials at the State and Treas- 
ury Departments in Washington know, there is 
absolutely no foundation for the reports that 
during the past Summer oilicers of the United 
States revenue steamer Corwin have been 
guilty of obtaining false statements from 
natives relative to the seals. The reports say 
that the Corwin’s people furnished Alaskan 
natives with rum, and then, when they had 
made the head men and others sufficiently 
drunk, obtained their signatures to false re- 
ports. 

It is now reported that a Canadian Govern- 
ment vesselis at the present time engaged in 


cruising along the west coast of Vancouver Isl- 
and interrogating the head village men and ool- 
lecting data against the Corwin’s officers. These 
data, itis said, will be supplied to the British 
Government. 

Inquiries made yesterday at the State and 
Treaaury Departments show that there is nota 
single word of information on the subject in 
either department, while at the office of the 
Revenue Marine in the Treasury Department 
the charges against the Corwin’s ofticers are 
indignantly denied. Such actions as are charged, 
the Treasury Department, it was said, wouid 
not tolerate on the part of any of its officers. 

When spoken to on the subjeot an officer of 
high rank in the Revenue Marine declared with 
much warmth that the well-known character of 
Capt. C. Hooper, commanding the Corwin, 
should be a sutficient guarantee that in trans- 
acting business for the Government only hon- 
orable methods would be pursued. In the ab- 
sence of direct evidence to the contrary the 
officials at the Treasury Department can only 
express their absolute reliance in Oapt. Hooper. 

6 Corwin is still on duty in Bering Sea and 
is not expected to reach San Francisco before 
Deo. 1 next, Nostatement from Capt. Hooper 
in his own defense can be received until this 
latter date, but officers of the Revenue Marino 
are confident that when this report is received 
it will bé found to refute every bit of calumny 
against the vessel, whioh has long heen looked 
upon as one of the most noble oraft of the 
Revenue Marine.

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CASE AGAINST DANFORTH

COURT-MARTIAL HEARS HIS 
ACCUSERS’ TESTIMONY. 


THE 


THE ADDITION OF A STAFF OFFICER 
STILL LEAVES 


OFFICERS’ ‘CONTROVERSY. 


The naval general court-martial which was: 


convened for the purpose of trying Assistant 
Engineer George W. Danforth, charged with 
disobedience of orders, beld its second day’s 
session at the Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday. 
The proceedings opened by the Judge Advoocato 
reading a telegram addressed to the President 
of the court notifying that officer that Chief En- 


gineer Isaac R. MoNary had been ordered to” 


serve on the court in place of Chief Engineer 
Magee, who is unable to attend on account of 
sickness. 

The added member presented tolegraphio or- 
dors from the Navy Department to report for 
duty to the President of the court. The accused 
officer said he had no objection to the new mem- 
ber, and afterthe record of the previous day’s 
proceedings had been read the trial was re- 
sumed, 

The addition of Engineer MoNary still leaves 
that body a partisan one from a staff point of 
view. As now composed it consists of six line 
officers and three staff officers. Concerning its 
composition, an interested observer said to a 
TIMES reporter during the noon recess that if 
the line forced a conviction of Danforth before 
this court of their selection the result would be 
@ far-reaching one. 

“For years,” the speaker added, “the tight 
between the line and staff has wavered back 
and forth, and neither side has met with any 
pronounced success, because neither the public 
nor the press has taken sufficient interest in the 
matter to promote legislation upon the subject. 
Both are now, however, taking a deep and un- 
disguised interest in navy matters, and the 
public is quite likely to advocate legislation on 
the subject whenever some incident arises to in- 
vite general attention to the feud. 

“It now seems that the Danforth case will 
furnish that incident. The unusual public dis- 
cussion of the matter shows that it is now re- 
ceiving enlightened consideration, and I predict 
that speedy legislation will follow, which will 
give t the staif positive rank and put its offi- 
cers On the same footing as tho line.” 

The openi gun of yesterday’s proceedings 
was fired by W. H. Slayton, Danforth’s counsel. 
Mr. Slayton asked that the acoused be permit- 
ted to come from the ship to the court and re- 
turn free from restraint. The lawyer pointed 
out that Mr. Danforth was accompanied by 
Lieut. Moser, the marine officer of the Phila- 
delphia, who had been delegated to do the duties 
of Provost Marshal. 

“That officer,” said Mr. Slayton, “has been 
very thoughtful and considerate in the perform- 
ance of this duty, yet the accused submits that 
this is not & case where he should be placed un- 
der restraint. Except in cases where prisonors 
are under close arrest, aceused officers are aup- 
posed to be unrestrained. Mr. Danforth can be 
trusted to go and come to anid from his ship 
without the humiliation of arrest.” 

The court considered the matter and decided 
that the services of the Provost Marshal could 
be dispensed with. 

The first witness introduced was Apprentice 
Boy W. H. Humphrey, who testified that he was 
on duty as messenger for the officer of the deck 
during the morning watch of Noy. 5. The mes- 
senger’s connection with the case began when 
Lieut. Ackerman, the Officer of the Deck, sent a 
message by him to Engineer Danforth directing 
that officer to report on deok. 

Humphrey testilied that Mr. Danforth said he 
wason duty and could not come. A second 
message brought a reply from Mr. Danforth 
that he was on duty and could not come up un- 
less ordered to by the Captain or executive 
officer. The witness said accused was standing 
at the ~ room door when the messages were 
delivered, 

Lieut. A. A. Ackerman was the next witness. 
His testimony was that soon after he had taken 
charge of the deck he received an order from 
the commanding officer to reconfipe a “ prisoner 
at large,’ whose punishment nadjbeen interrupt- 
ed by sickness, and who, having recovered, was 
to be confined forithree days to complete his sen- 
tence. The Master at Arms recoived the order 
to bring the prisoner to the mast, but in a few 
moments returned and reported that Lngincoer 
Danforth had interfered with the execution of 
the order. 

“Tt was,” said Lieut. Ackerman, “something 
entirely out of my experience to have a com- 
missioned officer direct an enlisted man to dis- 
obey the lawfully-transmitted order of the com- 
manding officer, and was so serious thatI at 
once reported the matter to Mr. Logan. He ada- 
vised me to send for Mr. Danforth and find out 
what was the trouble.” 

The witness went on to say that Mr. Danforth 
asked for no delay--had not intimated that he 
was engaged in any duty that required his 
presence, 

When he added that he considered the gen- 
eral statement of the accused that he was ‘on 
duty” insuiticoient, Mr. Stayton was on his feet 
with an ohjection. He requested that rambling 
testimony be not allowed, and asked that the 
witness be confined to questions put to him. 
The court went into executive session and de- 
cided that the claim was just. 

Mr. Ackerman further testified that after the 
second message the First Lieutenant took the 
matter in hund, and sent the Corporal of the 
guard for Mr. Danforth. 

On being cross-questioned by the defense, 
witness admitted that he had talked of the 
matter to other parties. Then Mr. Stayton 
asked: 

“Have you ever heard this case referred to 
as a line or staff case, or in similar terms?” 

**I don’t see what that has to do with it,”’ in- 
terrupted Capt. Miller, and the court was 
cleared to find out its relevancy. After ten 
minutes’ consultation the court decided that 
the question should be allowed. In answer to 
it the witness said that he did not consider ita 
‘line or staff case,” although ho had heard it 
referred to as such. 

The testimony of Lieut. Commander Logan, 
the next witness, corroborated that of Lieut. 
Ackerman. The witness said that when the 
accused reported to him in obedience to the 
order carried by the Corporal of the guard, he 
asked him if it was true that he had refused to 
obey the order of the oflicer of the deck. 

‘“‘When he admitted that he had so refused,” 
added the witness, “I asked him how long he 
had been in the service and if he realized what 
he was doing.” 

Young Danforth’s fate will probably hinge on 
the following part of the testimony of Lieut 
Commander Logan, in reply to questions by the 
defendant: 

Q.—Did I not tell you that you had misunderstood 
me,and did Iinot ask ior permission to explain! 
A.—At that time, I think not. Later in the day 
you did and I declined to hear it, having made my 
report. 

«.--Did I not state that thero was a misunder- 
standing abont my apparent refusal to obey tho 
order of the officer of the deck, and dif you not say 
that there could have been no mistake? A.—I do 
not recollect—I may have done so. 

Some further testimony was adduced, and then 
the prosecution announced that it had olosed 
its case. The court then adjourned until 10 
o’clock this morning, When witnesses for the 
defense will be heard. Among those ete 
summoned for the defense was Capt J. W. 
Phillip, at present superintending the construe- 
tion of the New-York at the Cramps’ shipyard. 
Mr. Danforth formerly served under his com- 
mand. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Nov. 15.—Private advices re- 
ceived here to-day state that Seoretary of the 
Navy Tracy is much exercised over the phase 
suddenly assumed by the Danforth court-mar- 


ial. 
The Secretary has never, it is declared by ofli- 
cers who have been close to him, bothered his 


head much over the internal quarrels of the 
officers of the navy, but has preferred always 
to leave such bickerings to the settlement of 
the bureau chiefs of the Navy Department. In- 
stead of the reports againat stail officers being 
disposed of by reprimands for small offenses, 
the line bureau chiefs have usually seen to 
making the moat of all such reports. 

In the present Danforth case considerable 
pressure’ has been brought to bear upon the 
secretary to constitute the board of an equal 
number of line and staff officers, but the line 
people have so far succeeded in bringing the 
heaviest influence into use. The Secretary can- 
not find a precedent to guide him. 

Among naval officers accustomed to act 
quickly it is not understood why the Secretary 
does not himself make a precedent and for- 
ever afterward assure to stail officers an equal 
representation on courts-martial 

isven in the settlement of a political question 
before the Supreme Court members are selected 
equally from the political parties at variance, 
and it is the wonder of legal minds in olvil life 
that in the make-up of & navy court-martial tho 
same rules do not apply. 

Though each member of the present court can 
be expected to do his whole duty as he sees it, it 
is too much to expect of him entire freedom 
from the corps sentiment which eurrounded 
him from the day he was first commissionod.

HAITI IN AN UNSETTLED STATE.

RUMOR THAT ANOTHER REVOLOTION IS 
NOT FAR DISTANT. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Nov. 9.—Advices from 
Hatlti say that another revolution is not far dis- 
tantin that country. The coffee crop is gath- 
ered and this is just the time of year that dis- 
turbances usually arise. Hippolyte, however, is 
extremely watchful, and any one suspected of 
plotting against him is promptly arrested. An 
attempted rising at Capo Haitien has just been 
put down by the arrest of the leaders. 

Hippolyte, itis reported, has made a lot of 
enemies among his Cabinet Ministers by his 


methods, and some of these are ready to join 
any movenient against the President. ‘The navy, 
too, it is said, has been so corrupted that Hip- 
polyte finds it difficult to get officers for his ships. 

The Haitien exiles in Jamaica have been 
keeping very quiet of late, but thoy are believed 
to be actively plotting in secret. 

The Jamaica branch of the Cuban revolution- 
ary party is vigorously at work organizing and 
raising funds. A concert and bazaar was re- 
cently held by Cuban ladies to raise money to 
aid the movement. 

The Governor of Jamaica has issued a oiroular 
to the civil service employes instructing them 
not to join any political organization or to take 
any active part in any election.

On 8 warrant issued Vy Police Magistrate Dono- 
hue of Troy charging him with felonious assault, 

Itis claimed thatthe plot was arranged by 
well-known Republicans of Troy and was in- 
spired by “ Dave” Martin, and that members of 
the Republican National Committee were privy 
toit. One W. &. lioward, who is also known as 
Sutherland, is also said to have been the mana- 

ror the schome, and it is charged that on the 
ay before election Howard walked into the 

Troy House and deposited $3,000 of a corrup- 
tion fund in the safe. 

Seon after he met by appointment a number 
oi Troy Republican managers, and there was a 
long secret conference, during which the de- 
tails of the plot were arranged. Howard called 
to his aid “Bob” Magee, an ex-convict, who 
recently escaped from the jail at Hudson, N. Y., 
by swimming through the sewer, The steam- 
boat Belle Horton was engaged, and it was an- 
nounced that a free excursion would be given 
on the morning of election | 

It was given out to the Republican ward 
“ heclers,” however, that only Democrats were 
wanted, it being expected that at least 350 
Democrats would thug be induced to leave the 
“y and neglect to vote. 

he Democratic managers cot wind of the 
plot, and Chief Willard of the Troy police was 
nformed of what was going on. At daylight on 
election morning the steamboat was at her 
dock, lade with a supply of liquor and eata- 
bies. Quité a number of exocursionists were on 
board when the police arrested “Bob” Magee 
and fifteen of his henchmen. The excursion 
did not start, and the misguided Democrats, 
when they learned of the plot to disfranchise 
them, hurried to the poliegee voted. 

Chief Willard and a posse of pelice went to the 
Troy House, which was the headquarters of the 
schemers, and were compelled to use force to 
enter the room in whioh they were congregated. 
Aston drew a revolver and threatened to shoot 
Willard, out in the confusion he escaped. How- 
ard was arrested, and is said to have given 
Chief Willard full information about the plot 
and those who inspired it. A complaint of felo- 
nious assault was made by Chief Willard 
against Aston, and Detective Markham came to 
this city in search of him. Detective Formosa 
of Inspector MoLaughlin’s staff was detailed to 
aid the Troy officer in the search. Aston had 
not reported at his desk in the Custom House 
since the election, andon Monday he‘ was ar- 
rested at hishome. Yesterday morning he was 
arraigned before Justice Grady, at the Tombs 
Police Court, and was delivered to Detective 
Markham, who left with his prisoner for Troy.

WORK ON THE BROADWAY 


LINE BADLY DELAYED. 


The Homestead strike is the indirect cause of 
another delay in the starting of the Metropoli- 
tan Traction Company’s Broadway cable line, 
It had been thought that the line above Bowling 
Greon would be in running order by Jan. 1, but 
through failure to get the iron contracts filled 
the work has been put back two months. Pres- 
ident Crimmins said yesterday: 

““We have our oars and grips all ready, and 
have invested an immense amount of capital, 
but we have nothing to show for it beyond an 
excclient roadbed. The delay was caused by 
our inability to cet our iron contracts filled. It 
seems that Carnegie had made a number of 
time contracts. When the Homestoad strike 
occurred other mills combined to help Carnegie 
outon these contracts, and our orders were 
pushed aside. 

“The deiay is wholly in the down-town part 
of the line, on the part thatis to be operated 
from ihe Houston street power house, between 
Houston Street and Bowling Green. The upper

‘hirty-seventh Streets and the Park,is prac- 
tically finished now. If necessity demanded it 
we could have that part of the line running in 
fifteen days.

QUARANTINE TALK. 










MR. HORNBLOWER BEFORE THE MED- 
ICAL JURISPRUDENCE SOCIRTY. 


William B. Hornblower, the lawyer, read a 
paper Monday evening on “fome of tho Legal 
Aspects of Our Quarantine System,” before the 
Society of Medical Jurisprudence, In the course 
of his paper Mr, Hornblower said: 

“The first point which strikes one in examin- 
ing our New-York statutes, and whioh is rather 
startling to the lawyer educated in the prinol- 
plea of constitutional liberty, is the despotic 
power lodged in one man—the Health Officer for 
the Port of New-York. This officer is clothed 
with almost unlimited authority to determine 
whether a vesso! shall be detained and for what 
period, and what measures shall be taken for 
the oustody of the vessel and its passengers. It 
is true that a Board of Quarantine Commission- 
ers is established with nominal power of super- 
vision; but these powers are given only in cer- 
tain cases and under certain circumstances, and 
are manifestly inadequate.” 

Continuing, the speaker pojuted out in detail 
the utter uselessness of the New-York Quaran- 
tine Commission as at present constituted, going 
ever the ground recently traversed by THE 
Times, showing conclusively that the only thing 
the Commissioners could do or did was to draw 
their salaries. r. Hornblower sugzeated that 
the present board be abolished and a new com- 

mission be established composed of men quali- 
fled by training and experience, to which should 
be granted management of the entire quaran- 
tine system under Federal control. 

In the discussion which followed the readin 
of the paper nearly all the speakers indorse 
Mr. Hornblower’s views. 


THE BURKHALTER CASE. 





‘SHERIFF .GORMAN ORDERED TO RE- 
TURN THE EXECUTIONS. 


The legal proceedings following the failure of 
Charles Burkhalter & Co. are becoming more 
and more complicated. Messrs. Blumenstiel & 
Hirseh, representing judgment creditors hav- 
ing claims aggregating $400,000, are about to 
bring an action to set aside the assignment, 
and in anticipation of that action called on the 
Sheriff to return the executions. 

The proposed action was for the purpose of 
reaching the equitable assets of the firm, which 
could not be taken by the Sheriff The Sheriff 
is allowed sixty days within which to return the 
executions. Blumenstiel & Hirsch yesterday 
had a motion before Judge Andrews, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, to have the Sheriff compelled 
to return the executions. Judge Andrews sent 
the motion before Judge Ingraham. 

On behalf of the Sheriff, it was contendod that 
he could not be compelled to return the execu- 
tions before the expiration of the sixty days. 

Sheriff Gorman presented an affidavit in 
which he said that the reason he did not return 
the executions was because other creditors had 
begun pyre pone in the Superior Courtto set 
aside the assignment, and if this action proceed- 
ed the entire assets would come into his hands. 
Judge Ingraham granted the motion.

COLLATERAL INHERITANCE TAX. 


THE STATE’S CLAIM ON THE FAYER- 
WEATHER ESTATE IN ABEYANCE. 


The question as to the imposition of the col- 
lateral inheritance tax upon the bequests made 
in the will of Daniel B. Fayerweather has been 
put off indefinitely by Surrogate Ransom, ow- 
ing to the complications caused by the suit re- 
vived by the executors of Mrs. Fayerweather to 
set aside his will. 

The case Was On Surrogate Ransom’s calendar 
yesterday. Ex-Judge Arnoux, representing the 
executors of Mr. Fayerweather, said that as yot 
no complaint had been served on them by the 
executors of the will of Mrs. Fayerweatber, and 
they were in the dark as to the grounds of the 
suit. In view of this condition of affairs, he 
thought that the collateral inheritance tax 
Sag ought to be marked “reserved gen- 
erally.” 

Ou the part of the State, which is interested 
to the amount of the tax, probably $150,000, it 
was urged that the action begun by the exeou- 
torsof Mra. Fayerweather would last several 
years, and that the rights of the various parties 
would not be prejudiced in case the amount of 
the tax was fixe 

The Surrogate thought that the Btate’s rights 
were enough protected by the lien on the prop- 
erty given by the statute, and marked the case 
as ox-Judgo Arnoux requested.
